WEEK BY WEEK. 


NOBODY casting his eyes back over the year just ending will find 
much satisfaction in the retrospect. It is a story of drab 
5672. texture relieved by little bright. colouring and streaked at 
more than one point with blood. The year 5672 will not 
go down to history as having solved asingle problem, racial or religious 
It has reproduced some of the darkest features of its distant prede- 
cessors. Its close sees the race standing baffled before the same 
difficulties which have tried its nerve and its moral in many of the 
years now passed into history. The more barbarous linds persist 
in their brutal attitude to the Jew. the less backward continue 
their refined methods of hostility; the Jews of the free lands still 
strugg'e with varying degrees of success to reconcile the gift of liberty 
with loyalty. to faith; and amid it all the “wandering” Jew 
wanders ‘on. Oa the other hand the Rustrictionists do not 
relax their efforts, and the gates of more than one land 
tend ever to close a little more against the incoming stranger. 
Honours in plenty have fallen to individual Jews during. the 
year; and kings have showered on the race their customary favours. 
But as against the one cardinal fact of the bondage of more than half 
of the Jawish people these things in faci for little. 
The darkest element in the year’s story is formed by the hideous 
blood legend. Never has this savage slander bsen propagated with 
such sleepless energy. If the progress of the world is to be 
tested by its slavery to morbid superstition, then in the year 
just ended civilisation must have gone back, and not forward. 
Those who may fevsl inclined to take a more pleasing view of the 
outlook must yet apply one test—the test of the Russo-Jewish situa- 
tion, which involves a majority of our people and influences the race 
to the uttermost ends of the earth. Judged by this test, there is no 
room for optimism; for it yields nothing but the story of a Jew 
imprisoned indefinitely upon the old blood charge, and the tale of 
expulsions, fresh disabilities, and progressive poverty. 
whisper of hope. indeed, came from the West, where the denun- 
ciation by the United States of the commercial treaty with Russia 
stirred the pulse of all Jewry. Compared with that one blow, 
the social ostracism of American Jews, and even the endless stream of 
Alien Bills, may be, for tha moment, forgotten—if only the stroke be 
not found hereafter to have glinsed off hacmlessly from tha impene- 
trable armour of Russian diplomacy. | 


In England, Jewry may almost be said to have had no history 
during the past year—although that does not mean that it has been 
happy. Tne outstanding event has been its search for a Chief 
Rabbi. But the failure, so far, of the quest, the dissensions that have 
accompanied it, and the birrenness of the spiritual land that it revealed, 
have made a chapter tha‘ the future historian will not linger over with 
pleasure. The Chief Rabbinate however, did not provide the only 
negative feature of the year. Politics—not a bad stimulus to communal 
energy—ceased to trouble. The aliens question was almost forgotten. 
Naturalisation fees produced a little effort—quickly repulsed at White- 
hall, which would not even receive a deputation from the Board of 
Deputies on the question. Insurance Act difficulties were met in 
large part, and during the earlier portion of the year the Sunday 
closing problem lost its acuteness with the modification of the Snops 
Act. So, with politics slumbering, our community has slumbered too, 
waking only for the despatch of a remonstrance to the Foreign Office 
on the Passports Question. Even the output of new institutions has 
flagged, though one bold attempt—the Jewish Hospital—struggles 
heroically forward, under the frowns of the official world. But if 


the: community did not found new institutions it continued to support 
| old ones, to which the old ungrudging service was rendered, and to 


which the usual largesse flowed in abundance. And if if found a rest 
from political trouble, its public men received a fuli meedof honour. It 
is a pleasant thing, perhaps, to know that two Jews now sit in the 
Cabinet, while three hold places in the Government. But what does 
that portend for the ultimate solution of the great Russo-Jewish 
tragedy which continues before our eyes? And the fact that that 
tragedy continues, involving all Jews in one shape or another, and that 
the year that is closing has mitigated it not an iota, furnishes perhaps 
the lesson which it is most necessary to accentuate at the dawn of the 
new year. | 

WE call the earnest attention of the Jewish population of London 
to the warning which has been issued by the lay 
and spiritual heads of the community against the 
traps prepared by the Conversionist agencies. What 
those pitfalls are is clearly explained by these 
respected leaders, and we trust that the warning—which is printed else- 
where in this issue—will be carefully read and: laid to heart. For a 
long period the missionaries have played fast and loose with the religious 
loyalty of the weaker-willed among us, using as a means the provision 
of various material allurements. The time has at last come for Jews 
and Jewesses to make an end of this mean and contemptible campaign, 
and to teach a lesson to the Conversionists—with their treats and their 
medicines—which they will not readily forget. Jews with a religious 
heritage that has defied the monumental tyrannies of all ages 
ought not to yield weakly to the petty bribery of wealthy conver- 
sionist tricksters. We appeal to the small minority who have 
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lent@an ear filssionary “Wilés, or “who “send their children to 
conversionist centres in the belief that no danger threatens, to 
show some of the sturdiness of character and love of their faith 
which have always characterised their people. The warning is an 
appeal to them to make it clear, once for all, that they value their 
independence as men and women more than the paltry gifts with which 
it is sought to wean them from their faith. 


THE nomination of Mr. OscAR Straus for the Governorship of 
New York State is an extremely interesting inci- 

The Hon. dent in contemporary politics. The nominators are 
Oscar Straus. Mr. ROOSEVELT’S new progressive party, which 
recently bolted from the official Republican organi- 
gation. The party, as our readers are awara, is characterised by 
advanced Radical tendencies, and the association with it of so level- 
headed a politician and man as Mr. STRAUS may be regarded either 
as a tribute to the inherent rightness and soundness of its policy, or 
as an example of the capacity of Jews for keeping pice even with the 
most rapid movements of political thought and endeavour. We shall 
watch with great interest to seo the amount of support which Mr. 
STRAUS will receive from the large Jewish population in the State ; 
and, while taking no sides in a purely American domestic controversy, 
we would, none the less, venture the opinion that there would be a cer- 
tain appropriateness in the election of a Jew as Governor of a State 
which contains the most Jewish city—3o far as population is con- 


cerned—in the world. 


On the purely personal side, too, we would offer the warmest con- 
gratulations. to Mr. STRAUS upon the signal honour which many 
of his fellow-citizens have conferred upon him. Mr. STRAUS has had 
a distinguished career, and his fine record of service to his country has 
won him general respect and regard. Such a career forms, in itself, 
the best service that could be offered to his coreligionists, although, as 
nobody needs to be reminded, Mr. STRAUS has never been backward in 
actively befriending the people from whom he has sprung. The present 
is the first time that a Jew has been nominated for the State Governor- 
ship of New York, and although such an event cannot obliterate the 
consciousness of the social anti-Jewish feeling that prevails among 
some people in the United States, and about which we have heard 
much of late, it may at least be set heavily in the scale against it. 


WE ask our readers’ attention to the distressing letter which 
Rabbi YOFFEY, of Manchester, sends us concerning 
the pitiable state of the Jews of Russia. The Rabbi 
has recently been abroad, and brings back with him 
a@ moving message from trustworthy Russian 
coreligionists to their brethren in England. It is a message, the Rabbi 
tells us, full of bitterness, misery, and dejection, with heartrending 
stories relating to their awful position. They are cast into 
a state of absolute despondency, for they cannot perceive any glimpse 
of hope or anything to brighten their future.’ We doubt whether the 


Jews of this or any other country realise the growing gravity of the 
Russo-Jewish situation. When a massacre occurs, the minds of

_ people are impressed. But when the life and soul of a race are ground 


out of it by slow process of law or administrative circular, the 
diabolical proceeding, devoid of the dramatic element, passes unnoticed. 
That is the cruellest aspect. of the tragedy. But it imposes upon all 


Jews the corresponding obligation to see that this fiendish plot is 
thoroughly exposed. 


Our Russian brethren are particularly despondent because of what they 
regard as the apathy and indifference of their brethren in other 
countries; and in particular they speak of the seventeen Jewish 
Members of Parliament who ‘have done nothing”’ for the Russian 
Jews, not uttering a word of protest, or raising, even once, the Jewish 
question in Parliament. Perhaps our Russian coreligionists, in their 
agony, do not realise the change which the entente with Russia has 
brought over the English Parliamentary scene, though we believe 
that the time has come for some Jewish member or members to make 
afirm-and dignified protest in the House against the barbarities of 
our ally. In any case, however, the niceties of the Parliamentary 
position need not deter us from an active protest in the country. 
The Russian Government should at least be made to understand that

done, and it it were done there is no proof that the compound would 
exhibit the “life” phenomena. Moreover, though the material basis 
of animation may possibly be produced by chemical means, we shall 
still be infinitely far off from its equipment with feeling, sense and the 
power of perception, which make up life in its widest meaning. 


All these speculations, however, but bring us back to the ultimate 


element in the problem. Who made the elements of the chemical 
compound which Professor SCHAEFER would build up? Who is it 
that provides that such a compound should exhibit the phenomena of 
life? As Dr. RussEL WALLACE points out, if the chemists do pro- 
duce life, it is not they who originate it. The chemist never goes into 
the ultimate cause. He does not deal with the directing power. 
‘* Matter itself,” says Doctor WALLACE, ' when you get down to its 
fundamentals, is becoming almost as complex as living matter. In the 
mere atom there have been shown to exist countless minute things, 
every part imbued with force. Whence comes the force ? “ The truth 
is that the tendency of to-day is quite in the opposite direction to the 
materialistic attitude of Professor SCHAEFER. Life is something 
more than a chemical product, and to-day a more spiritual conception 
of the world finds favour with thinkers. With DISRAELI, we are still 
“on the side of the angels.” | | 


LAST week we congratulated” our coreligionists in Birmingham 
upon the renovation and re-consecration of their 
Cardiff. synagogue. To-day we have to extend the same 
felicitations to the Cardiff congregation upon a 
similar occasion. Wedoso all the more warmly because the syna- 
gogue awakens in the community tender recollections of one of its finest 
sons—Col. ALBERT GOLDSMID—who was its Honorary President 
during his residence in that part of the country. Moreover, every 
sigo of religious fervour must be welcome from an area which has not 
been without its communal dangers in recent years. The Jews of 
Cardiff have a great responsibility resting upon them. Planted in a great 
industrial area which is swept, from time to time, by strong popular 
passions, they have a special duty cast upon them to preserve the 
Jewish name unsullied, and to see that in all the vicissitudes 
through which the area may pass Jewish honour should remain 
above suspicion and therefore beyond attack. In the days that are 
shortly coming there must be a considerable measure of communal 
decentralisation, and it may be that Cardiff will then play a great part 
in that scheme. But however that be, we trust, with Professor 
GOLLANCZ, who delivered an eloquent sermon at the re-consecration, 
that the Cardiff synagogue will “ continue and flourish as a centre of 
enlightenment, as a source of strength to the Jewish inhabitants of 
this important industrial centre, another strong link in the chain of 
the brotherhood of Israel.’’ 
THE movement which is on foot to establish a club for Jewish 
, young people in the North of London is well 
A Club for deserving of sympathy and support. There is no 
North London. doubt, as a statement on the subject which we 
published last week, points out, that there is an 
urgent need for such an institution among the constantly-growing 
Jewish community in this part of the metropolis. Quite apart from 
the activity of missionaries, which it is sought to combat, the general 
conditions demand the creation of some centre where our young men 
may meet for healthy recreation, and in a Jewish atmosphere, exchanging 
ideas, and finding a pleasant—and if need be useful—means of passing 
their spare hours. <A great deal has been said in these columns recently 
concerning gambling by Jews. Such a Club as is contemplated might 
do much to undermine or prevent the development of the habit, by 
catering strongly for good and honest sport, though nobody would 
desire that the intellectual side of the Institute should be dwarfed. 
Such a Club, in fact, could be made to touch life—Jewish life—at many 
points, and touch it always in healthful manner. We hope that the 
plans will be carefully laid, that they will attract as many as possible 
of the scattered elements at present working to a similar purpose in the 


district, and that any practical support which they may need from the 
community will be gladly accorded. |

NEW YEAR WISHES. 


TO THE WHOLE HOUSE OF ISRAEL. 
By MENTOR. 


EAR COMMUNITY,— 

To say that [ wish you, one and all, a happy New Year goes with- 

out saying. That I do not merely wish to write to you what goes 

without saying, also goes without saying. 
If wishes were horses, beggars would be cavaiiers. If the wishes, the 
good wishes, that will circulate from one to another of you during the next 
few days could be crystallised into fact, what a happy, happy community you 
would be. Far be it from me to play the wet blanket to the hearty greetings 
which every man, woman and child of you will be uttering. But you and J, 
between ourselves know, of course, that these same wishes, these same hopes, 
these same greetings have been exchanged New Year after New Year, and 
New Year after New Year, and at the end of each year, how vain, how futile, 
how utterly meaningless they must have appeared! [Except in one aspect. 
That aspect is the personal one, and, as to that, if these wishes and the 
congratulations, and the hopes, and the aspirations are to be regarded as 
intended to be merely personal, what a poor community must we be! For, 
bound as we are one to the other, bound inseparably Jew to Jew the world 
over, our greetings and wishes for a New Year must ring as with hollow 
mockery if they are meant to refer merely to individuals. 


To mean anything worth anything, the greetings and the wishes should 
have a broader reference. They should refer to us as Jews, as individual Jews 
perhaps, but as forming the Jewish community. Is it not well for us just 
now to think how, from this point of view, all our wishes are likely to look, 
not at the beginning, but at the end of the year? Can there be happiness, 
prosperity to individual Jews, when misery and sorrow and degradation is the 
lot of the Jewish people to the extent itis ? Here we are entering upon another 
year, and Jewry groans beneath the miserable, wretched tragedy of the ages. 
The burden, please remember, is not only upon the Jews of one country. It 
is on the Jews of all countries. We are apt, when we speak of oppressed 
Jews, to think of our brethren in Russia under the iron heel of Tsardom. Yet, 
if we look at the Jewish position fairly, and with eyes and minds open, 
as we ought to at this season of the year if at no other, can we 
truthfully say that Jews in countries of freedom and tolerance are, as 
Jews, free? The constant dread of anti-Semitism is well nigh as burdensome 
to Jews in what we call lands of freedom asthe constant suffering from its 
cruellest manipulations is to their brothers in lands of oppression. The 
infinite care constantly exercised to guard against oppression is almost as pain- 
ful as the suffering of oppression itself. Can we look with equanimity at 
the never-ceasing drift of our people, torn by the circumstances in which they 
are placed, away from Judaism, of the sacrifices Jews are for ever making to 
the conventionalities of modern civilisation as the price they feel themselves 
compelled to pay for freedom and toleration? Can we regard without fore- 
boding the fact that is everywhere impressed upon us—that the Jew is strong, 
as Jew, in lands of persecution, while his strength seems to ebb away in 
lands of freedom ? 


A happy New Year! Yes, a pretty wish, but a wish that is severely 
limited when offered from one Jew to another if merely offered in the personal 
aspect, for Jew is bound to Jew. The condition of our people, alas! is such 
as forbids our hoping that the year that is dawning will be such a year that 
at its end we can say ‘This has been a happy year for Jewry!” We cannot 
imagine that at its end we shall be able to look back and point to the fact 
that the millions of our people in Russia are no longer oppressed, and that our 
people in lands of freedom are really free—free as Jews, acting—able and 
willing to act—as the spirit of the Jew ought to dictate; proud before all the 
world to declare themselves Jews, to live and have their being as Jews. If! 
thought that such a revolution in our situation could happen in the year 
that is dawning, I should feel much more comfortable in wishing you, 
and all of you, a happy New 

But, after all, the ideal at which I have hinted is an ideal. The value 
of an ideal is that it is something towards which we can strive, even though 
we know we cannot reach it. If, then, we are sincere in our greetings 
and our wishes, our hopes and our aspirations for the New Year, let us 
have, at least in our minds, the aspiration of Jewry, free and strong—in 
lands of nominal freedom as well as in lands where Jewry is now actually 
oppressed. With this thought, even as a mental reservation, our good 
wishes for the New Year will have something of reality, something which will 
remove them from being merely conventional, futile compliments passed from 
mouth to mouth, or from hand to hand. 


If wishes were horses, beggars would be cavaliers. Let us invest our 
wishes for 5678 with something of reality. That will at least relieve them 
from being mere conventional compliments. Perchance too some 
of us who grovel in the material ghetto forced upon us, or in the psycholo- 
gical ghetto from which we refuse in spirit to release ourselves, may be so 
impressed with the true iiniednase of the wishes as to rise in spirit above the 
dark years of Israel’s history and appear to the world as cavaliers, and not 
as the beggars of humanity. 


This is the spirit in which I wish you a happy New Year. That is why 
I was particular to add “one andall.” To wish the Jew individually a happy 
New Year were vain and futile. To no Jew can the wish come fully and 
really true except.the whole house of Israel be blessed with happiness in the

Mayer Amschel Rothschild, the founder of the fortunes of the famous: Ys 


1743. His father, Amschel Moses Rothschild, was a 
merchant and money-changer in asmall way.of. busi- 
ness. His mother was Schéachen Lachnich. The 
intention of Amschel Moses and his wife was thet their 
son should be educated for the Rabbinate, and this 
decision was put into force in due course. The boy, 
however, lost his father in October, 1754, when he 


was eleven, and his mother eight months later, and 
| the double orphan was thereupon sent to relatives at 
Firth in order that he might contioue his studies under 
Ae ‘ Gtheir care. Young Mayer Rothschild was, however, 
.~ , not intended for the Rabbinate, and his studies in that 
direction were uot pursued far. Definitely deciding to 
enter commerce, young Rothschild, without mach 
difficulty, obtained employment with a firm of bankers, 
Oppenheim, of Hanover. His exceptional qualities did 
Maver Amschel Rothschiid. not fail of recognition there, and during the years 
48 remained in their service Rothschild gradually 

rose from one position to another uatil he was ultimately appointed a joint 
manager of the firm. At length the time came, however, when Rothschild con- 
sidered that in his own interests he should trade on his own account. He 


good wishes, and started as a bullion merchant, money changer, etc. This was in 
the year 1760. For some years at first the newly-established merchant had a 
difficult uphill struggle, and there were times when a collapse seemed not 
improbable. Bat as usual character told. Rothschild overcame all diffizulties. 
After a few years he removed to his native town, and in 1770 he married Giittele 
Schnappe, and settled in the house of his birth 


IN THE JUDENGASSE, 


One of his first actions when he had acquired sufficient means was to purchase 
the freehold of this house. At Frankfort, Rothschild had at first a very varied 
business, comprising the sale of cariosities aud works of art as well as bullion 
dealing and finance. But prosperity was so constant with him there that ha.was 
soon able to concentrate upon the latter, the more profitable side of the business. 
In all his transactions the remarkable reputation which he had acquired for 
integrity stood him in good stead. Farand wide he was known in commercial 
circles as ‘‘the honest Jew.” He had sterling friends, foremost among whom was 
his former employer, Oppenheim, and on their recommendation his circle of clients 
grew ever wid r. It is well-known that the foundations of the fortanes of. the 
House of Rothschild were closely entwined with those of the reigning family of 
Hesse-Cassel, and a lengthy tradition has grown up around theconnection between 
them. There are, however, some divergences between this tradition and history, 
and the following appears to have been the real course of events. The Landgrave, 
Frederick IL. of Hesse-Cassel, had acquired a large private fortune mainly from 
the subsidies of the Eoglish Government in payment for the Hessian troops who 
were supplied for service in the English wars. This fortune was increased by 
similar means by his son William IX . to whom Mayer Amachel Rothschild gated 


for his predecessor, but this is not certain. It is also said that Rothschild first 
secured the confidence of William IX. through their mutual interest. in, mamis- 
matics. At that time of turmoil the only Jand of security in civilisation was 
Britain, and the Landgrave and his adviser both resogaising this, the bulk of the 
former’s fortune was invested in British fands, Rothschild deriving a considerable 
income as commission for managing it. Later, when Mayer Amsechel Roths- 
child’s third son, 
NATHAN, 


settled in England, he was entrusted with the management of the funds, and so 
thorough was the confidence reposed by the Landgrave in the family, that Nathan 
Rothschild was given authority to realise and to reinvest jast as he thought fit. 
On the invasion by Napoleon, the Landgrave fled from Cassel, before doing so 
entrusting most of his available funds, said to have amounted to as mueh as two 
million thalers, to Rothschild; who promptly sent the money to his -son in 
Eogland. About this period, the Rothschilds, for by now Mayer Amschel’s song 
were associated with him in the business, became the agents of the British 
Government for the financing of Wellington’s Army in the Peninsular. The 
undertaking was one of great risk, which none of the better established bankers in 
England was williog to ran. The profit on this business was commensurate with 


placed by the same Government at the disposal of the family. Such is the story 
of the foundation of the fortunes of the Honse of Rothschild. By the date of 
Mavyer’s death on the 13th of September, 1812, these fortunes had been securely 
established. He left five sons, each of whom became the head of a business 
which can now, after the lapse of a century, vie with ease with any of its com- 
petitors. Amschel, the eldest, remained at I'rankfort. Salomon settled in 
Vienna, Nathan, as has already been mentioned, in Eagland, Karl in Naples, and 
James, the youngest, in Paris. The daughters all married into families which 
bave since become familiar in Anglo-Jewry. Jeannette, the eldest, married

CONFLICT BETWEEN ORTHODOX 
- AND LIBERALS IN GERMANY. 


Absolute Separation Demanded. 
rom a dent.] 
FRANKFORT. 


The antagonism between liberal and orthodox Jews in South Germany is 
growing from day to day, as the leaders of the orthodox section in Frankfort have 
decided to resume the old tactics which led to the first official separation. In 
communities like Giessen, Mayence, Darmstadt, Fulda and Frankfort a real state 
of war between the two officially separated Jewish communities prevails, and the 
organs of both sections are full of controversies and polemics. The Israelit has 
opened its colamns to vigorous attacks upon Professor Kalischer, the leader of the 
Berlin Liberals, while the leader of the Frankfort extreme Orthodox, Herr Loeb, 
entered into polemics in the whole German Jewish press against the Berlin 
Jewish community because it had criticised the orthodox petition to the Prussian 
Parliament concerning the reform of the Berlin community. But whilst the fight 
is going on, the Chief Rabbi of Fulda, Dr. M. Cahn, an intimate friend of Rabbi 
Breuer of Frankfort, has published a voluminous book in which he tries to show 
that both sections have nothing in common with each other and that they — 
represent two different religions. Liberal Judaism, so Dr. Cahn argues, is not 
Judaism at all and it has no place in the Jewish religion. And the pious Rabbi 
demands categorically full and absolute separation, and, of course, recognition 
of his theories by the Government. The most astonishing fact is that 
Dr. (Gahn poses as a learned scholar and historian who builds his 
theories on historical facts. The effect of this book is like oil on 
fire. The liberals are furious as they claim to be as good Jews 
as the orthodox. Their organs have already protested in the strongest 
terms against the monopolisation of Judaism by a small orthodox section 
which does not embrace the fifth part of German Jewry. It is interesting to note 
that even those Liberal Jews who are still Jews because they are not yet Christians 
have discovered their Judaism and are begioning to take part in the present fight. 
They, too, protest strongly against the *‘impudent demands”’ of the orthodox, 
That verifies the old saying: ‘' Where there is struggle thereislife’’ The general 
Press shows much interest in the discussion; the Conservative Press especially 
takes much pains to exploitinternal Jewish affairs for political Conservative causes. 
The Conservative Press prefers the orthodox section because the orthodox leaders 
do not ask for equal rights, especially the rank of officer in the army for their 
sons. The conflict is, in any case, very regrettable, as it gives rise to comments 
by the general Presse which are not always very complimentary. 

The great Jewish public is disgasted with the militant tactics of the orthodox 
leaders who do not represent the views and opinions of the *‘ orthodox man in the 
street.’’ Several Jewish papers go so far as to say that the new war cry of the 
orthodox leaders is only a means to cover the failure of the Agadas Yisroel. 


“RUSSIA AND THE UNITED STATES. 
Committee Tries to Secure Russia’s Commercial Independence.

It is learnt from trustworthy sources that the Committee comprising repre- 
sentatives of all Russian Ministries which has been convoked to consider the pro- 
blem of a new Commercial Treaty with the United States, is seeking means to 
secure the independence of Russia of American imports. The Committee is 
making inquiries with the view to establishing commercial relations with other 
countries which are not pressing on Tsardom the problem of Jewish passports. 
The Committee includes, however, a faction which advocates a compromise with 
America in view of the situation in the Far East.

THE RUSSIAN BLOOD LIBEL. 
Misguiding the Public.—An Ominous Total. 
[From our Correspondent.) 7 
The re-examination of the witnesses by M. Mashkevitch has at last come to an 


} end, but, according to semi-official advices, the decision of the Ministry of Justice on 


the fate of Beilis has been postponed for a “short” time. The judicial authorities 
in touch with the case have favoured the public with a few hints on the situation, 
and some of them were of a more or less optimistic nature for Beilis. The net results 
of the latest events is, however, anything but promising. The two important 
witnesses (whose arrest I reported last week) for Beilis are threatened with exile to 
a distant province as “anarchists.” One of the counsel for Beilis, M. Bareky, 1s 
charged with signing the protest against the blood libel, and another, M. Margolin, 
is accused of attempting to bribe Tcheberakova. The author of the pro-Beilis 
revelations, M. Krasovsky, is in prison for old “ offences,” unearthed on the publi- 
cation of his statement on the Yuschinsky case. Three former police officials 
(Mistchuk, Klein and Padalka), who were opposed to the ritual libel theory, ‘vill, 
according to last week’s decision, be tried for allowing themselves to be misled by 
a swindler as regards the alleged discovery of articles belonging to Yuschinsky. 
The witness who withdrew his evidence against Beilis (M. Shachovsky), is 
threatened with proceedings for changing his statement, and M, Brazal- 
Brushkovsky and the editors of the Kieff Liberal ne will have to face a libel 
case instituted by Tcheberakova for accusing her of the murder of Yuschinsky. 
The only person free and unmolested, despite all evidence against her, is 
Tcheberakova (some of the members of her gang are in prison for having com- 
mitted other crimes), and the only institution allowed to dictate terms as 
the Yuschinsky affair is the Dvtiglavi Oryol (the Two-Headed Eagle). Thus, the

SPAIN AND JEWS. 
Another Friendly Article. 


The Spanish newspaper, El Mundo, has aleo published an article on the 
question of the return of the Jews to Spain, which (as reported in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE of a fortnight ago) is now occupying the minds of influential 
Spaniards. The Spanish organ dwelt on the riches and strength of Spain before 
the expulsion of the Jews, “ when the latter developed the commerce and culture 
of the country, and enabled the Spanierds to devote their time to wars and 
adventures.” In the opinion of El Mundo, the Jews also gave Spain many great 
statesmen avd celebrities (it, tco, regards Columbus as a Jew), and even at the 
present time it asserts that “careful observera will recognise Jewish features in 
the members of both Houses of Parliament in Spain.” 


THE RUSSIAN GENERAL ELECTION AND THE JEWS. 
: More Reactionary Advances to Jews. 
[From our Correspondent. } 


Continued attempts are being made even by most advanced anti-Semites in 
the Russian Pale to gain the Jewish vote. Perhaps the most remarkable instance 
came last week from Novgorod-Seversk, where the reactionary candidate, the 

‘Jocal Marshal of the Nobility, made a “desperate” effort to win the support of 
the Jews. He invited the Rabbi and the communal workers to his residence, and 
ata ‘friendly cup of tea” he promised to support the abolition of the Pale, the 
percentage norm in the educational institutions, and many other anti-Semitic 
laws, on condition of receiving the help of the Jews at the elections. 

Anotber effort of the same type was made last week by the Nationalist 
Deputy,. Konachin. Almost as a direct reply to the announcement that the 
Minister of the Interior was opposed toany fresh settlement of Jews in the villages, 
the deputy made a statement enlogising the Jewish settlers in the villages, dwell- 
ing on their utility to the peasants and on their good relations with the latter, and 
deploring the pitiful condition of the Jews and the hardships added to their 
already enormous sofferings by the expulsions. During the past five years M. 
Konachin was a party to all anti-Jewish moves of his faction, but on the eve of the 
elections he did not mind attacking the policy of the authorities and differing from 
his friends in his appreciation of Jews. | . 

Even the Real Russians at Ekaterinoslav and Odesea_are seeking the support 
of Jewish voters. 


WIDESPREAD INTIMIDATION. 


At Bessarabia the Jews are disconraged by the Nationalists from taking part 


_jn the elections on the ground that no Duma or Government will in the pear future 
emancipate the Jews on account of their revolutiopary activity in 1905. The 


reactionary organisation Kusskaya Kopeika has also issued 50,000 proclamations - 


calling upon the Jews to abstain from the elections, whilst at Chelm the Jews are 
again threatened with violence in the event of their siding against the Nationalists. 
“At Bichov (Mohileff), the police officials are intimidating the Jews of the district 
to vote for the Nationalists. | 

MORE JEWS DISFRANCHISED. | 


News of further wholesale disfranchisement of Jews came last week from several 
parts of the Empire. In the province of Karland, all Jews unable to prove their 
descent from parents registered as permanent residents in 1834 lost their votes. 
At Sebastopol, the number of votes of the Jewish merchants was greatly curtailed. 
‘Four bundred Jews were disfranchised in the province of Kherson and two 
hundred at Odesea. In some cases the Jews have succeeded in obtaining a 
\’ Ministerial decision in their favour, but the local authorities have only published 
‘the reply of the Ministry after the closing of the register. At Rostov (Don) the 
. Jews have resolved to reply to such tactics by legal proceedings against the 
guthorities.

Russians. In addition to the protest against the Rossia, then published by the 
Liberal organ, the Retch, the Russian students of the Heidelberg University, last 
week, also issued a statement in reply to the Ministerial organ, which they also 
communicated to the Russian public throngh the medium of the Retch. They 
complained that the article of the Rossia had been reproduced in Germany and used 
as a weapon against Russian subjects, and they quoted the opinion of the seven 
professors of their University (whose statements appeared last week in the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE) on their high qualities as students. In reply to their protest, 
the Rossia has now again refused to the Jewish students the right to call them. 
selves Russians, and has expressed ironical approval of the praise bestowed upon 
them by the Heidelberg professors. This attitude of the Rossia, dictated by the 
Ministry of Education, confirms the opinion that the latter, as well as the 
Okhrana, wishes to see the doors of European educational institutions closed to 
Ruesians (especially Jews) in the hope of arresting their intercourse with the 
“ Liberal West.” | 

It is interesting to note that whilst the Rossia writes in this strain against 


‘the students at the bidding of one part of the Cabinet, the same organ has also 


just published an article from the pen of one of its editors, M. Siromiatnikoff, 
who is under the influence of the Premier, preaching against racial hatred and in 
favour of an educational system on broad Imperial lines. 


THE RIGHT OF DOMICILE OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 
Ministerial Decision. 


[From our Correspondent. 


The Ministry of the Interior has concurred with the view of the Premier on 
the validity of the Stolypin circular on the right of certain categories of Jews to 
remain outside the Pale, and has resolved that the expulsion of the Jews from the 
villages in the province of Kherson, despite the existence of the circular, was un- 
desirable in view of the feeling it excited in the commercial spheres. , 

The villages in the province of Tcbernigoff and the entire district of Kursk 
are again the scenes of exile of several Jewish families (not excepting privileged 
coreligionists). and a severe régime bas been installed for the Jewish tobacco agents 
at Raean despite the protests of the Christian merchants. 

Two bunrdred and seventy-seven Jewish families have been expelled from 
Turkestan and twenty-five families from Kisilevka (Kieff). In addition, the expul- 
sion of Jews (including many possessing undeniable rights of domicile) is assuming 
enormous proportions in the villages of the province of Volbynia. 


ROBBING RUSSIAN JEWS. 
A ‘Captain von Kopenick.’’

Mr. Oscar Straus Nominated for Governorship of New York State 

The New York correspondent of the Standard writes that owing to a factional 
fight between men delegates tothe New York State Progressive Convention at Syra- 
cuse, Mr. Oscar Straus was nominated by acclamation for Governor as a compromise 
candidate to head the State ticket, which will run with Roosevelt men. The 
delegates wanted to nomipate Mr. Prendergast, the Controller of New York City, 
while the women, who for the first time attended the State Convention in any 
number, desired Mr. W. H. Hotchkiss, chairman of Mr. Roosevelt’s New York State 
erganisation. The bitter feeling developed, and Mr. Straus was accepted by both 
sides as @ compromise. It is the first time thata Jew has been nominated for the 
New York State Gevernorship, and it is predicted that Mr. Straus’s candidature will 
add greatly to Mr. Roosevelt’s strength, because New York is the largest Jewish 
city in the world.

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Fifty Years a Jewish Teacher. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH DR. S. A. BIRSCH. 


CHOLARSHIP combined with a keen sense of humour, philosophical insight 
combined with great common sense, piety combined with a profound know- 
ledge of worldly affairs—snch are the dominant characteristics of Dr. S A. 
Hirsch, who bas now relinquished his connection with Jews’ College, 
where he has been an hononred and beloved teacher for a great number of years. 
Dr. Hirsch was born at Amsterdam in 1843, and was descended from a family 
which migrated from Fravkfort-on-the-Oder to 
Holland at the beginning of the eighteenth 
centorv. Hia father, Samuel Hirsch, a distin- 
gushed echolar, died before Dr. Hirsch was 
born, and Dr. Hirsch owed bis introduction to 
the study of the Bible and Rabbinics, in which 
be had a thorongh grounding in tender years. 
to his eldest brother, who was the fpiritnal 
head of the Amsterdam commupity. Now tbat 
he has retired from the strenuous labours to 
«which he has been devoted for over ba‘f-a-cen- 
turv, Dr. Hirsch looks back with affectionate 
recollection to bis earlier days upon which, 
when in the mood. be will disconrse with 
moch enthnsiasm. To a representative of the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE be bas been good enough 
_to impart some reminiscences.

Were there auv famous meno among your students ? 

“IT studied Rabbinics. und. r Rabbi Rosenstein, of the Berlin Beth Hamedrarh. 
His son was Frivat-doz-nt in medicine at the Berlin University. He 
wrote works on medical suhj-cts and rapidly acquired a repatation which led to his 
receiving a cali to Groning-n, He came to me for lessons in Datch and it was 
then that I may be said to have commenced my career as a teacher. Rosevat+in 
afterwards became world-famous as the Professor Roserstein of Leyden University. 
Anotber famons man whom I tanght Dutch was Dr Gasserov, who bad made a 


rame by some works on gyns:ology and who received a call to the University of 
Utrecht.” 


Were you intended for the Rabbipate ? 
“Onno Asa boy tt was proposed that I shou'd study medicive, but I did 
not like the idea and took ap the stu ly of philology. [ never intended, however, 


to give up mv Hebrew studies, which I continued in Berlin under Rabbis Rosen- 
stein and Landsberg.” 


Asked as to his student days, Dr. Hirech. 


| 


Hirach impressed me first of all as a man who knew his mind and achieved what 
he set out to achieve bv his resolute force of character. Bot he never stooped to 
underhand means. He was somewbat stern and very highlv-strung, but there 
was nothing of the ascete about him. He did not regard Judaism as a doleful 
religion, and be insisted on ita joyons aspects as upon ite rigid formalism. He 
obtained his great following by his eloqnence and his wonderful powers of organi- 
eation and he retained it by hia unswerving consistency. He was a model husband 
and father, and he taught as much by example as by precept.” 


In Frankfort. 


When did you go to Frankfort ? 

‘‘Tn 1867, when to Rabbi Hirsch I owed my appointment as teacher at the 
Jewish ‘ Raalachale.’ fonnded by his congregation, It wasa wonderful institution 
providing a very thorouch Hebrew and religious training oom bined with a secular 
edneation that had to satisfy the requirements of ths Ministry of Education in 
Berlin—no mean task. The school was, however, so brilliantly organised that it 
exacted the admiration of the inspectors. One of my old pupils is Mr. S. Japhet, 
and several more are now living in L don.” 


In London, 


Dr. Hirech came to London some time before his appointment at Jews’ 
Colleve, giviog private tuition. Recalling his early days in the Metropolis, Dr, 
Hirsch said : 

‘‘T did not lack friends, as T was acqnainted with the Adler family and more 
pirticularly with that of the late Charlea Samuel, whore wife I knew from 
Amsterdam. I resnmed my old acquaintance with Dr. Friedlander, who had 
given me come lessons in Berlin I was thns on intimate terms with the men 
most prominently associated with Jews’ College, and when Dr. Adler was 
appointed Delegate Chief Rabbi in 1879 and was compelled to relinquish hig 
duties as Theological Tutor I was appointed in his place.”’ ne 

| Jews’ College. 

What were your impreasions of the College when you took up your daties ? 

‘*T mnet confess that the institution struck meas being very d fferent from 
the Jewi-h seminaries on the continent, and when I[ expressed this view to a 
prominent lay member of the Conncil I received the startling but characteristic reply: 
‘What! D> yon want to make R:bbonim of them?’ I cannot reproduce the 
tone of derision in which this was eard. The Preparatory Ciass was then in a 
verv peculiar state, and antil Mr Kilner took over the secular work the stu tents 
were not fortunate intheir teachers. I iatrodaced the systematic stady of G rman, 
which I carried on till Dr. Hirachfeld took it over. No stadent of mine ever failed 
to matricolate in German, In those days the students were very independent in 
the examivations they took at the Uoiversitv of London. It was only after London 
University was re-organised and the distinctioa was made b-tween external and 
internal atndents that the College took up degree work in anv systematic manner. 
U ider the new regulations the students could take their fioal in Hebrew and 
Aramaic, and Hebrew was introduced as a subj-ct which could be taken at 
matriculation. Itis a question whether this University course has not interfered 
with the mode of training most suitable for the prodaction of Jewish rabbis. 

A Desideratum. 

“There is one great gap in the College curriculam,” Dr. Hirsch went on to 
aay, “ which I have long wished to see filled up. And that 1s a course of lectures 
on philosopby of religion. It is true that the stadents are introduced to the works 
of Maimonides, Jehndah Halevi, etc, bat no provision is made for the s'ady 
of the philosophy of religion per se. In these days of scepticism and doubts it is 
most important that the students shonid recrive guidance on many questions 
that are bonnd to cause th-m anxiety. I made very earnest representa- 
tions to Dr. Friedlander on thie matter, bat the sogg-stion hung fire for some 
time. Eventually, I snco-eded in getting one lecture a week allotted to me, bat 
after one session the subject was ‘crowded ont’ of the time-table.’’ 


Religious Education, 


‘Dr. Hirsch takes a somewhat pessimistic view on the subject of Jewish 
religions education in England. 
‘‘Woen I cam: here,’’ he said, ‘I foind that a good many parents 
wanted their children to b; tanght Hebrew and relwion to a higher.

The mothers of these two, Selena 
Childers and Charlotte Smith, were sisters, daugh- 
ters of the fi-st avd only Lord Eardley, who was 


himself the only son of Sampson Gideon, the 


famous fioancier of the eighteenth century. 


This Sampson Gideon is one of the most 
pictnreeqne fivures which illostrate the modern 
history of Anglo-Jewry. One of the first Jews to 
beoome a freeman of the City, he als» occupies a 
niche in parliamentary annals as the hero of 4 
special Ant of Parliament passed to enable him to 
bo'd landed propertv withont question. The 
exciting controversy which sorronnded the Jewirh 
and anti-Jewish legislation of 1753 mainly raged 
round the head of the great Jewieh firarcier, for it 
was principally in his interest that the Naturalisa- 
tinn Act was pressed forward by the Government. 
On its repeal he practically abandoned his great 
ambition eo far as be personally was concerned, but . 
it was satisfied indirectly by the baronetcy ocon- 
ferred upon his son, while yet a boy, who had not 
the dieqnalification of having been born a Jew. 
Before this senld be attained, however, Sampson 
Gideou himself had to renounce his connection with 
the Jewish community. Yet be remained a orypto- 
Jew, and onder an assamed name continued his 
subscriptions to the synagogue, as wae learnt after 
his death, and as an acknowledgment of his 
generosity to Bevis Marks the name of Sampson 
Gideon is still recited annually in the synagogue on

to the indifferencs which is ganerally noticeable, and partly to the 
institution of the Hebrew and Religion C'asses in. connection with the synagogues, 
@ good many parents think that if they send their children to these Classes, they 
are absolved from the obligation of having their children sufficiently taught. I[ do 
not suggest that the result of all the Synagogue Classes in London are to be 
measured by the same standard. The greater or lesser demand can be divided 
by a fairly straight geographical line. For there are parents and 
parents. I once taught a young man who is now well known in the 
community. He was preparing for one of the universities. One day his father 
wanted to speak tome. ‘Whatam I to do with my son, Dr. Hirsch?’ he said. 
‘He will only eat kosher meat, and one evening I found him reading the Psalms. 
Ig that necessary for his career ?’!’’ 


The ‘Jewish Standard.” 

Can you tell me anything about your connection with the Jewish Standard ? 

“Yes, the story is a somewhat sad one. I do not know how many editors 
that paper had before I undertook the editorship. I dare not mxkea guess. [ 
believe that the proprietorship changed hands, psrhaps, as frequently. Its 
originators intended to raise in England the banner of observant, traditional 
Judaism, and the Jewish Standird was to be the bulwark against the onslanghts 
levelled against itin this country. The undertaking had no vitality from the 
beginning. Those who initiated it had plenty of zeal; their intentions were of the 
purest, their sincerity unquestionable, and yet thev produced only a moribund 


child. They did not realise that an undertaking of that kind required money. 


How sordid! They set to work without having the slightest notion of the amount 
of capital necessary for the success of such a papsr. I believe they had just 
enough money to pay for the printing and distribution of a few numbers, and for 
salaries and office expenses for a few months, and they devoutly hoped that 
after that time the paper would be self-supporting at the very least. The con- 
cern was, financially, a continuous struggle till the end. After a time, I was 
asked to undertake the editorship and to try what I could do. The first number 
edited by me appeared on May 9th, 1890. A fortnight after, the proprietor 
insisted on'my name appearing on the first page as its editor. This was another 
mistake. The anonymous editorial “ We” exercises a certain mysterious power 
in a paper like that. I had to work single-handed. Every leader and leaderette, 


every special article, review, foreign intelligence, etc.. was provided by me solely. 


Mr. Israel Zangwill continued to contribute hwmoresyues and racy skits on com. 
muotal affairs. For the rest, there was no money to pay for contributions. Every 
number was worked at aloss. A limited company was formed for the purpose of 
placing the concern on its feet. Butin vain. Itis true the number of subscribers 
increased by leaps and bounds. Bat it was too late. Just when success was in 
sight, the paper, like the proverbial horse, died of inanition.” 


The Chovevi Zion. 
Were you not prominently associated with the Chovevi Zion? 
‘Yes. Shortly after the demise of the Jewish Standard, I undertook the 
secretaryship of the newly-formed Chovevi Zion Association. I went into the 
work heart and soul. I will not enter into details about my personal experiences. 


.I will only say this: Should any one be desirous of having just a little taste of pur- 


gatory, let him accept a similar secretary ship, and under the conditions I was placed 
in, The amount of mad thrown atthe leaders, and particularly at me—for did I not 
draw some sort of a salary, save the mark !—was phenomenal. It is true, this 
was really instigated by only five or six people, but their mud-prodacing qualities 
were prodigious. But I worked on unconcernoedly. I did the secretarial work. 
I attended and addressed public meetings galore, both in London and io many 
provincial towns. A quarterly magazine was issued by the association, under 
the title of Palestina, the Chovevi Zion Quarterly, and the first mumber 
appeared in October, 1892. It was edited, or rather, written by me. 
The last number contained the report of procsedings of'a Zionist Conference held 
at the Clerkenwell T»wo Hall on March 1898. The address given by me on that 
occasion has been reprinted in my ‘ Book of Essays.’ For the rest I do not 
believe that during the whole period of its publication more than three articles 
were contributed by others. I will not now dwell on the causes which brought about 


the dissolution of the Association. It hada comparatively short life, but it was 
a useful and beneficent life.” : | 


Author and Prophet. — 


_ Dr. Hirsch is somewhat reticent as to his achievements asan author. He is 
an authority on many themes, but most of all on the schoolmen of the Middle 
Ages. In collaboration with the Rev. E. Nolan, a Catholic Priest, he edited 
‘* The Greek Grammar of Roger Bacon,’’ and wrote some interesting chapters of 
the introduction. For the Text and Translation Society he translated a com- 
mentary on the Book of Job, which received high praise from Dr. Poznanski in the 
Revue des Etudes Juives. His volame of Essays, published by the Jewish His- 
torical Society, contains much delightfal reading. An essay on the Temple of 
Ooias, which appeared in the Jews’ College Jubilee Volume, contained a remarkable 
prophecy. Dr. Hirsch foretold that the Temple of Onias would prove 'to bave 
been not the only Jewish sacrificial centre-in Egypt, and two years later the 


discovery of the Assouan papyri fully bore out this prediction. It is to be 


hoped that the years of leisure now before him will yield many more works of 
jlluminating scholarship from bis pen.

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially written for the JHWISH CHRONICLE.) 
THE SERIOUSNESS OF LIFE. 


“Turn away mine eyes from beholding vanity, and revive me tn Thy ways.” 
Psalm 37. 

A noble aspiration! The Psalmist prays that he may accustom himself 
to avert his desires from things which prove, in the long run, to be empty, 
unreal, and unsatisfying ; that his thoughts may be fastened, rather on those 
objects which constitute the true substance of life—its spiritual realities, its 
eternal verities ; that he may learn to take life seriously and in earnest, and 
to regard it as a solemn trust for the right use of which he will be called upon 
in faturity to render an account. It is a prayer specially appropriate to the 
present season, when a year has run its course and we stand on the thresh)io\d 
of a New Year. True that religion is not a matter of times and seasons. 
Religiously speaking, every day begins a new year, and as our Sages 
express it: “Man is judged every day and hour of his life” (Rosh 
Hashana, 16). We cannot, as a matter of fact, set aside certain 
days in the year with the idea of appointing that people shal! 
be specially religious on such occasions, because religion is an 
ennobling influence which manifests itself in pervading the whole of |ifc 
and colouring every action. And no system recognises this all-pervadiig 
character of religion more thoroughly than does Judaism. At the same tine 
Judaism wisely enjoins that we should take advantage of seasons around 
which sacred associations have clustered to quicken the moral impulse in 
those who are not always accessible to the sanctifying influences of religion. 
In hearts which constant exposure to the hard world leaves cold and nuit 
we must avail ourselves of favourable times to kindle the flame of th. 
religious life, to feed the languishing embers of the fire that should burn co: 
tinually on the altar of the heart and never be extinguished. 


The Jewish New Year. 


Such a season is essentially the Jewish New Year, which from antiqui!, 
has been consecrated to the duty of self-examination, and to those feelings of 
penitence and resolutions of amendment which a genuine introspection must 
necessarily evoke. The mere consideration that we are a year older, an! 
therefore a year nearer to our journey’s end, is calculated to fill us with serious 
ness. It brings us face to face with certain solemn questions which, in the 
hurry and pressure of life, we are constantly seeking to evade—whence cate 
we, and whither are we going? What is the ruling destiny and sovereign pur 
pose of our pilgrimage on earth? In answer to such questions our hearts, |! 
they tell us true, will assure us that we have been destined for something higher 
than the gratification of our animal propensities. Our sense-life is but a poor 
fraction of the activities which constitute true living. The real life is that of 
the spirit, the cultivation of the affections of the soul, of the faculties of the 
mind, and of all those energies of our being by which we render service ‘> 
humanity. We cannot help being conscious, at least in our better momen’: 
of reflectiveness, that God has inscribed His imperishable laws of virtue ©» 
the tablets of our hearts. To strive to live up to those laws and to realise 
them in our daily acts and words is what alone gives reality to life and invests 
it with worth and dignity. vk is 

| The Vanity of Human Life.

Is life itself so empty 
a thing, “an unsubstantial pageant,” “ the baseless fabric of a vision,” “ suc! 
stuff as dreams are made of?” Are we not ourselves responsible for th: 
barrenness and vacuity of our lives, in that we choose to dream them away in 
vain imaginings? We foolishly regard life as a mere lapse of years, a mer 
extension of time, anxious, as Thomas A Kempis has it, “to live long, bu: 
careless to live well.”” A moment’s reflection should, however, convince us 
that the true measure of a long life is the degree of satisfaction which \* 
affords in the consciousness that we have been not unfaithful to its respons'- 


bilities. Holy Writ is careful to distinguish between these two views of lon. 


life, between what may be called the extensive and the intensive view. T!: 
patriarch Abraham dies “ old and satisfied of days.” The former expressio’. 
denotes the length of time he lived, the latter the kind of life, its intensity «‘ 
purpose, its depth of feeling, its concentrated activity, its satisfying fulness. |' 
we measure our life by this standard of intensity, what account can we give 
ourselves? If we review not only the past year, but our entire past, sho! 
we have cause for satisfaction? Some of us, yes. We have set before our 
selves ideals by no means ignoble, and have endeavoured to live up to them. 
But others of us—how puny must many of the interests that have absorbed «s 
appear when tested by the white light of duty! How few of our pet'y 
pleasures have we been willing to sacrifice for others! How poor a return »° 
have made fer our endowment of strength and possession ! 


Devotion to Trivial Occupations. 

We read in history of monarchs who, forgetful of their high vocation, 
have neglected the duties of government to devote themselves to trivia! 
occupations. We read, for instance, of a King of Macedonia who spent bis 
life in making lanterns, of an Emperor of Rome who delighted to exhibit him 
self as an actor, of another who passed his time in tending chickens while his 
Empire was being devastated by the Goths. We feel contempt for such lives 
because of the waste of great opportunities they exhibit. Such pursuits 11 
lantern-making, acting, and poultry tending are perfectly commendable 1» 
people whose legitimate occupations they are; but they are in the last degree 
reprehensible when they engross the attention of those who are born to higher 
things. How many of us must plead guilty in only a less degree, to similar 
folly. We too are born to government, to rule and have dominion over our 
sensual nature. We are entrusted with souls whose capacities of develop: 
ment are infinite: we are endowed with abundant means of beneficent action. 
To what use have we put these opportunities ? We have frittered away ou" 
energies on the veriest trifles. We have pursued after perishing vanities, w° 
have amused ourselves with glittering baubles. Like children who are turned 
into a cornfield interspersed with showy poppies, we run to the brilliant flower 
which a breath of wind will destroy while we overlook the solid grains of 
wheat. We toil without ceasing for the evanescent, while we remain blind 
and dead to the everlasting, the perfect, and the Divine. How many idle 
hours have we to account for, how many opportunities of.doing good have w¢ 
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wilfully neglected, how many talents and advantages we might have enlisted 
in the service of humanity have been allowed to run to waste. 
A Book of Remembrance. 

Imagine—and the idea is not so improbable—that when we have quitted 
this earthly scene, there will be unrolled before us a Book of Remembrance in 
which every waste and perversion of our spiritual birthright has been noted 
down by the Recording Angel, and we shall see, writ large in flaming letters 
of accusation, what busy triflers, what vivacious idlers we have been, and 
depicted over against this what we might have made of our lives had we been 
more in earnest. It is possible to imagine this, and it is not impossible that in 
the mysterious hereafter we shall encounter some such experience. But 
imagination is scarcely equal to the task of depicting the bitter anguish of 
remorse we shall then feel for that we have deliberately scattered to the 
winds God’s most precious gift of existence, or dragged our Divine inherit- 
ance through the mire of vicious habit. In a greater or Jess degree some 
such experiences of regret are probably in store for most of us. But how 
considerably they will be modified if the Penitential Season on which we are 
entering be put to its proper use; if we listen to its admonishing voice which 
addresses us in the pathetic words: ‘‘ What meanest thou, O sleeper, arise and 
call upon thy God.” It is a wide and tempestuous sea, agitated by furious 
gusts of passion, flowing over hidden rocks of temptation, concealing 
treacherous quicksands and abounding in fatal whirlpools, to which the frail 


bark of thy life iscommitted. O Israelite! How canst thou sleep surrounded 
by such dangers ? , 


The Serious Life not Uncheerful. 


It is a serious view of life’s responsibilities which has been unfolded on 
this occasion, yet one not incompatible with cheerfulness. Experience 
teaches that the men who are most in earnest about life are ever the most 
cheerful. Their very concentration of purpose about some worthy object gives a 
buoyancy to the feelings whichis the reverse of sadness. The New Year, while 
it urges us to seriousness, does not bid us be sad. ‘This day is holy to the 
Lord, mourn not, nor weep” (Nehemiah viii., 9). Our Penitential liturgy, 
while it lays bare the inmost recesses of the human heart, is unsparing in its 
exposure of human sinfulness and strikes the deepest possible notes of self- 
accusation and contrition, is not calculated to plunge us into despair. Under- 
lying all there is a sentiment of hopefulness. a conviction of God’s 
unfathomable mercy, which takes count of the frailties of human nature and 
leads the erring footsteps of the penitent sinner unto the paths of light and 
truth. O fatal error of those who think to extract happiness from the evasion 
of life’s serious duties and solemn responsibilities! True happiness is to be 
found on the rugged heights of difficult endeavour and painful accomplish- 
ment. God help us at this season of the year to scale such heights, to leave 
the lowlands of sloth and selfish indulgence for ever behind us! May He turn 
away our eyes from beholding vanity and revive us in His ways! 


THE HAFTARA OF THE 
FIRST DAY OF ROSH HASHANA. 


I. SAMUEL, i. & ii., 1-10.

PH “M1 “The Lord visited.” These first two words of the portion appointed 
for the New Year give the keynote of the message of the great Tishri festival. The 
Lord visiteth ; He remembereth every deed that has been done; not a creature 
but cometh before Him. ‘“ God judgeth the ends of the earth” is the burden of 
the New Year’s teaching. His providence watches over each man’s deeds and 
destiny, bis works and ways, his thoughts and schemes, his imaginings and achieve- 
ments. It is He who at each instant of man’s life is the beating of his heart, the 
movement of his limbs, the light of his eyes, the intelligence of his mind, the soul 
not strike a finger on earth, says the Talmud (Hullin 7b), without the fact being 
trumpeted in heaven. From the cradle to the grave each separate creature is 
watched over, and cared for, by a beneficent Providence. ‘‘I was cast upon thee 
from the womb ” sang David in an impassioned outburst of gratitude. ‘ Thou hast 
been my God from my birth.” (Ps.22,10) Both Sedra and Haftara thrill with the 
divine music of thanksgiving that pours from a mother’s heart, when she bugs to 
her bosom the living and crying proof of God’s loving care for her and gracious 
fulfilment of her most fervent wish. TT. Sarah and Hannah the birth of Isaac and 
Samuel was a signal manifestation of God’s beneficent Providence. With the 
lives of their children, with their hopes and prospects, the lives of the mothers 
were bound up. To all of us too, the infant year just born from the womb of 
time comes as a gracious gift from the hand of Providence, with its hopes and 
prospects yet to be revealed in the slow history of their ripening. 

t is noteworthy, as an indication of the high regard in which the devotional 
fervor of women was held by the sacred writers, that the songs of thanksgiving 
recorded in Scripture ‘were mostly those of women. There is first Sarah’s song of 
 exultation at the birth of Isaac (Gen. xxi., 6 and 7). This is followed by Leah’s 
 outbarst of praise when Judah was born unto ber (do. xxix., 33). Then comes 

Miriam’s ode of victory after the passage of the Red Sea, which finds a counter- 
part in the hymn of Deborah, when, in impassioned poetry, she extols the Lord 
for the deliverance of the people by & woman’s hand. And lastly, we have 
Hannah’s thrilling song of joy when Samuel was given to her in answer to her 
burning supplication, a song the religious quality of which was so clear and patent 
that it was subsequently repeated in Psalm cxiii. 

The whole episode of Hannah sounds, indeed, like a psalm without words. There 
is first the wail of distress, then the wrestling of the troubled spirit, then the pwan 
of victory proclaiming the triumph of God’s overruling Providence. Sore dis- 
tressed because of her barrenness, she enters the Sanctuary of Shiloh to pray. 
She is observed by the High Priest, Eli, who sees her lips moving, but hears no 
sound, “ How long wilt thou be drunken? Put away thy wine from thee,” he 
exclaims angrily. Bat Hannah assures him that she had drunk neitber wine nor 
strong drink, but had poured out ber soul before the Lord, praying that she might 

haveason. Her prayer is granted, and a son is born, who, as soon as he is 
weaned, is brought to the Sanctuary. Her reproach of barrenness is now removed 
from her, and in her passion of gratitude she pours forth her immortal song of 
praise and triumph. 
‘The Talmud numbers Hannah among the seven prophetesses (Megilla 14a). Tt 
18 & Suggestive thought. Gratitude bad enlarged her heart and made it prophetic. 
She sees beyond her immediate present, and in the mercy displayed in her own 
_ Case she desories the finger of God manipulating the threads of life for ultimate 
blessing in the case of all mortals. He who had taken care of the poor and needy, 


and raised the lowly to high estate, would equally protect and exalt His people 
when downtrodden and sore distressed. What had happened to her was a pledge 
of God’s dealing with Israel; her own deliverance was a type of the salvation 
wrought by God throughout the whole range of her people’s history. Then, 


saill by the grandenr and sweep of her prophetic inspiration, ber vision takes 
& 


larger scope. She-had felt the stirrings of the agitation that had moved the 


people of her time to demand a king. She foresees this king seated on bia throne, 
buttressed by the might and majesty of God. Strong through the special protec- 
tion accorded to him from on bigh, his reign is a prophecy of the great and 
glorious era, promised from of olden time, of universal peace and brotherhood 
among men. Her truly divine song thus concludes, according to the ancient com- 
mentators, with an intimation of the coming of Kiog Messiah (Targum to Samuel 
If., 10). JO °’", “The Lord reigneth ” is the burden of Hannah’s song, as it 
is the fnndamental and characteristic teaching of Rosh Hashana. For this reason 
it has been the immemorial practice during these solemn days to figure God as 
king, that witness may be borne to His absolute sovereignty over al! creation. 
“359 (Rosh Hasbana, 15.) “The Lord 
reigneth,” means that this world is governed by law, ruled by a beneficent purpose, 
and directed to a great divine end; and is not the sport of dumb powers which are 
alike inexorable and passionless. ‘The Lord reigneth,” means that virtue and 
vice are the conscious choice of free agents, and not the inevitable result of 
material causes and bereditary impulses, of which in all but semblance we are the 
mere automata and slaves. 

The scientific tendency of the age is, generally speaking, opposed to this view. 
“Not God, but Nature is king,” eay the Monists. But Nature, so radiant and 
harmonious to the superfidial gaze, is in reality a theatre of universal strife and 
destruction. The animal, vegetable and inorganic worlds are at endless war. 
Every tree is a scene of torture, combat and death; every leaf holds its destructive 
insect. The air, the field, and the wave are one vast slaughter house. 

The May-fly is torn by the swallow, the swallow — by the shrike, 
And the whole little wood where I sit is a world ef plunder and prey.

How that which is the source and scene of so much evil can be the author of hopes 
and aspirations that soar beyond the very secrete of heaven, the Moniste do not, 
and cannot, explain, In every age men have tried to eliminate “God the King” 
from the world, but in their efforts to do so they bave only established His 
sovereignty with all the more force, as when one flings up a stone to disprove the | 
law of gravity and it falls back and crushes him. Over and over again mighty 
nations have been dashed to pieces bv the stone cut without bands (Daniel ii., 34), 
and have proved that no buman kingdom that is not based on God’s kingdom can 
ever stand. “ Who is the Lord tbat I shonld obey His voice, I know not the Lord,” 
exclaimed Egypt’s king, and lo! “The Red sea waves o’erthrew Bosiris and his 
Mempbhbian chivalry ” Strong was the Kenite’s dwelling-place, and his nest was 
fixed in the crags (Numbere xxiv., 21), yet his almost impregnable situation did 
not save him from the destruction that follows in the wake of godlessnes and 
internal corruption. Who among the nations of antiquity was mightier than 
Babvion, “the glory of kingdoms, the beanty of the Chaldee’s excellency ”? 
Yet “ how art thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning; how art 
thou cat down to the ground, who didst lay low the nations!” (Isaiah xiv., 12.) 
From the ashes of Babvilon there sprang up the power of Assyria, whose tread 
shook the whole earth with trembling. But the Lord, the Lord of Hosta, sent 
leanness among ber fat.ones and under her glory kindled a burning fire ([saiah 
x., 16). Greece seduced and bewitched the world with her enchantments and her 
fascination, and Greece perished in the enervation and decrepitude of her own 
lust. Rome stamped upon her subject peoples her iron impress, and Rome 
sickened of imported corruption. Spain disgraced herself by the infamy and 
cruelty of her persecutions, and Spain has sunk into a fifth-rate power.. And so 
with all. ‘‘ The vations rushed like the rushing of many waters, but God rebuked 
them and they fled far oft, and were chased as the chaff of the mountains before 
the wind, and like whirling dust before the whirlwind. This is the portion of 
them that oppress, and the Jot of them that do wrong” (Isaiah xvii., 13 and 14). 
Thus does God judge the.ends of the earth. Bot Hie Providence is careful not only 
of the type but of the single life. It is concerned with the happiness not only of 
an elect few, but of the unnumbered masses of mankind. In contradistinction 
to St. Augustine, who held that “outside the Church there was no 
salvation.” Jndaism has always tanght that God is the Father of 
all mankind, and His tender mercies extend to each individual creature. Not only 
Israel, but the righteous of all nations are to participate in the glories of the 
future state, said the Rabbis. Mankind is not noticeable only for the sake of its 
great men, as Carlve taught, giving n modern version to the Augustinian doctrine, 
for great men are but the children of their time, the ultimate outcome of number- 
lees hereditary forces that culminate in the production of their exceptional 
personalities. The masses of mankind are not mere ciphers, the counters of the 
tyrant, the despot’s slaves. Each man, whether rich or poor, prince or peasant, 
stands on an eqnal footing in God’s eyes. “The Lord maketh poor, and maketh 
rich ; he bringeth low and lifteth up.” 27D 337D?. Hannah’s song of 
praise, say the Rabbis, serves us as a model of prayer. It is also a wellspring of 
high principle and deep religious sentiment. |

OUR BRETHREN IN RUSSIA. 
- -— 


To the Editor.— {From Rabbi I. J. YOFFEY, Manchester. | 


Srrk,—Having stayed recently for several weeks abroad, I had the opportunity 
of intimate conversation with many most respected and trustworthy coreligionists 
from different parts of Russia. I am constrained to send this letter for publication 
in your invaluable columns. The coreligionists I have met entreated me to convey 
® special message from them, stating tbeir position in their country, to their 
brethren here in Evgland. This message is not a sweet and plearant one; it is 
full of bitterness, misery, dejection, and heartrending stories relating to their 
awful position. The outstandirg topic of their conversations with me was invari- 
ably to describe, in plain words, their intolerable condition in their native country. 
They are cast into a state of absolute despondency, for they cannot perceive any 
glimpse of hope or anything to brighten their fature. Their sky is overcast with 
a dark cloud, with no ray of sunshine penetrating it. There bas been no parallel, 
they declared to me, in all the appalling sufferings and calamities they have 
experienced in the past, to those with which they are beset at the present time. 

But the reason that renders them hopeless is not merely the pbysical agony 
they suffer at the hands of their enemies, but to a great extent the apathy and 
indifferent attitude of their brethren in other parts of the world towards them. 
They believe, for instance, that there are many channels through which the 
influential members of the English Jewish community conld use their influence 
to improve their position and to alleviate their sufferings. There is the deplorable 
fact that there are in this country seventeen Jewish Members of Parliament 


end yet they have done nothing for tbeir persecuted brethren. 


They have not uttered even a word of protest nor even have they 
once raised the Jewish question in Parliament. Why this is so, is quite 
upconeeivable to them. The indifference of the bulk of our foreign people in this 
country utterly shocks them. The thought that even those people who themselves 
have suffered in the same barbarous country, when they happily live in a country 
where religious tolerance prevails, forget their persecuted brethren, is a fact 
that overwhelms them with emotion. The Passport question recently raised in 
this country by our coreligionists is regarded by them as an insignificant one. They 
are of the opinion that it would be wiser and more practical to try to get as many 
of our people as possible out of Russia, instead of endeavouring to enable a 
certain class of our people to travel over all parts.in Russia and to reside 
there. 

One tragical blunder which occurred several years ago at a Zionist Congress 
in Basle is still fresh in their memory, and is recalled by them with deep regret. 
That was the objection raised by a number of delegates tothe proposed settlement in 
East Africa which was so generonsly offered toour pecple by the British Government. 
A territory which bad the advantage of being under the British flag was rightly 
regarded by our Rossian people as a means of their material salvation. Tbey are 
devoted to the Ito movement, and hail every bit of good news regarding its pro- 
gramme and welfare with pleasure and gratification. One uncontrovertible argu. 
ment has been pointed out by them to the opponents of the Ito: Who gave them 
the mandate to raise their voice on behalf of the oppressed Russian coreligionist ? 
How could they venture to oppose such a practical scheme before ascertaining the 
opinion of the very people whom they claimed to represent? Did they ever pay 
close attention to the critical position of our unfortanate brethren ia Russia who are 
deprived of almost their very last resources and the means of gaining a livelihood, 
and are treated like animals as if the laws and rules of mankind had not been 
made for them? Is it not an undeniable fact that our Russian coreligionists are 
exposed to all kinds of barbarities and atrocities and to the continual volcanic out- 
breaks of the anti-Semites’ passion and temper? Are not the anti-Semites con- 
triving the most abominable plans, witbout the slightest hindrance, to annihilate 
our defenceless people? The opposing of the Ito movement reminded them, they 
said, of the story of a person who approached with an outstretched hand a man 
who was about to be drowned, intending to drag him out of the water, when he 
was startled by a voice protesting and demanding of him to pause and wait until a 
better plan would be found how to save him. 

If it is not in our power to render immediate substantial help to our ill-fated 
Russian brethren, at least let us evince our sympathy with them in raising our 
voice in protest against their oppressors. Let us arraign the wicked at the inter- 
national tribunal of justice. Let us endeavour to arouse those who are able to 
render assistance, in ope way or another, from their profound sleep. Let all the 
different sections that constitute the English Jewish community organise them- 
selves and do something for our unfortunate coreligionists. Sympathy and friend- 
linegs on our part towards them will surely animate them with courage and hope 
to stand firmly against all the troubles with which they are surrounded, If we 
cannot do more, let us ghow them that they are not deserted and have many 
friends ready to help them when the opportunity for help arises.

MR. JOSEPH MASSEL. 

We deeply regret to announce the death, at the age of sixty-two years, of Mr. 
Joseph Massel, of Manchester, the well-known Hebrew writer and poet. Mr. 
Massel passed away on Friday last, having for 
some time been in failing health. 

The deceased was born at Wjasin, in Russia, 
and emigrated to Manchester in 1882. He there 
entered business as a printer, but notwithstanding 
the calls of his trade he always found time to 
jndulge his literary tastes, which were of a high 
order. He brought to Hebrew literature dee) 
learning and the fruits of a conscientious and 
pions life, as well as poetic taste of a high standard. 
In addition to several original works, he enriched 
Hebrew literature with many translations from the 
English. Among them may be mentioned Milton’s 
Samson Agonistes,” Longfellow’s Jadas Mac. 
cabsous,” and Fitzgerald's “ Omar Khayyam.” His 
“Gallery of Hebrew Poets, 1725-1003,” is a unique 
collection of pninety-four portraits, the preparation 
of which occupied him for two years. 

Mr. Massel was an ardent Zionist, and attended 
more than one of the Zionist Congresses. He was

was always listened to with close attention and deep respect. 
THE FUNERAL. 


A large concourse of people attended, the funeral, which took place at Urmston 
Cemetery on Sunday afternoon last. Representatives of nearly all the synagogues 
were present, as well as delegates from the Manchester Zionist Association, the 
Shechita Board, the Talmud Torah, the Order of Ancient Maccabmans, and the 
Order of Achei Brith, and from Liverpool, Sheffield and Blackburn. At the 
house of mourning the Rev. Br. Salomon paid an eloquent tribute to the worth and 
learning of the deceased. ‘The funeral cortége first proceeded to the Talmud Torah, 
with which institution Mr. Massel had been intimately connected for many years.

Only a little more — 
I have to write,

These words from a seventeenth century poem seemed singularly appropriate 
when, on Sunday last, we laid to rest the mortal remains of Joseph Massel 77, 
a true poet and a pious son of Israel. With the dying year a sweet singer breathes 
his last, and the realm of letters is the poorer by the loss of one who, throughout 


modesty and self-effacement were still more conspicuous than that genias, which 
is even to-day not fally recognised. Of him, alas! we cannot say as of “ Samson 
Agonistes,” which he so splendidly rendered into our sacred tongue, “ Nothing is 
bere for tears, nothing to wail,” for he has bade us “good night,” while still 
in the evening of his days. This humble tribute is due not only to the poet and 
man of letters, but to the God-fearing and modest Israelite, of whom it can be 
troly said: M132 W335 ADSM “The fear of the Lord is the 
instruction of wiedom; and before honour is humility.”

Those who find joy in modern Hebrew will be deeply pained to hear of the 
death of Mr. Joseph Massel, of Manchester, He was, moreover, a man of 
charming simp icity of manner, and won many friends among those who could 
not read his books. Like another Benjamin Franklin he printed his compositions 
with his own hands. Altogether his was a rare and altogether admirable personality. 

Mr. Massel’s work was in part original, bat he will best be remembered as a 
translator. His versions were competent rather than inspired, but. this carries 
with it the advantage t' at he faithfully reproduced his authors. He had excellent 
taste in selecting for the purpose the finest of modern classics, German, French 
and English. His primary object was to render these accessible to those who can 
best absorb culture in a Hebraic form. Yet he served another end also besides 
this Zionistic purpose. For he gave delight to many also who were familiar with 
his originals; these, too, derived new enjoyment from old friends in new garb. 

Perhaps his most successfal effort was his Hebrew translation of Milton’s 
“Samson Ago:istes”; this appeared in 1890. It has been truly said that to 
understand Greek Tragedy the beat road is to study Milton’s dramatic poem, It 
may be as traly said that to understand Milton a good method would be to peruse 
Mr. Massel’s “Shimshon ha-Gibbor.” Here one perceives, perbaps for the first 
time, how Hebraic was Milton’s genius even when it was operating on Hellenic 
models. Omar Khayyam, Byron’s Hebrew Melodies, and many another classic 
passed through Mr. Massel’s hands. He succeeded with all. 


his works—original poems and translations—in dainty style; his pringing was 
are beautiful, for he evidently held that a lovely thing deserves to be fitly 
attired. 

He was never a mere bookman. He took the deepest interest in the world, 
whether of politics or culture. Thus in 1897 he gave forth a ‘‘ Diamond Jubilee 
Ode”; when that famous Hebrew orator—Maslianski—died, he superintended the 
issue of a memorial volume in his honour. Another of his publications was 4 
Portrait Album of considerable historical and literary value. He tonched nothing 
that he did not adorn. One feels a curiously poignant grief at hearing of bis death. 
Of him it is only too obviously the fact that he was not a type; very scarce 
are such as he, men whose lives are harmonious, whose business and whose ideals 
coincide. 1 may be trite to aay it, but it is also true, that we shall not soon look 
upon his like agun.

But 
Massel scarcely looked on this side of the question. He hada mission. If Zion 
was his soul, then Hebrew was the soul of his soul. With the insight of a poet, 
he foresaw that it is only through its language and literature that Israel can 
reassume its nationalform. But let Massel speak for himself. It is true that the 
earthly, mortal ys of him is dead, but the spiritual, the immortal part of him is 
still with us, and this is what the immortal part says to us :— 

Wonderful is my love 

The love that I bear ye my songs 

My spirit, my flame, my fire, 

My trophies, my treasures of old 

My temples, my silver, my gold, 

My garden of flowers, my dove, 

My balm, my comfort, my lyre 

The hopes of my years are in ye 

The sweets of the world that is 

And the sweets of the world to be. 5 

This was not the blind, narrow, selfish love of the mere dilettante, but a great 
national love, as he expresses himself elsewhere :— 

Awaken my harp, my glory, awaken and sing, 

' Passion and power and might to hearken the meek, 

Awaken the sleepers to life and to action, and bring 

Courage to those that tremble and strength to the weak. 

For these, for battle, for strife, my songs shall ring.

| MONTREAL. 

Among recent results at McGill University, Mr. Bernard Lightstone was 
posted as the head of the final year in dentistry. Dr. Lightstone obtained seven 
honours, and has set the highest standard in the dental branch of the Faculty 
since its incsption. The Board of the Dantal Faculty have appointed Dr. Light. 
stone as demonstrator at the Dantal Clinic of the Ganeral Hospital. He is a 
brother of Mme. Donalda, the famous prima donna who is often hear? at Covent 
Garden, aad of Dr. Lightstone, who also resides in London. 

Calgary (Alberta) now has a Jewish popalation of som? 350 families, as against 
some sixty families two years ago, and still contianes to grow rapidly. The com- 
munity has a small bat handsome synagogue, a Zionist Society, which is one of 
the largest contributing societies in the Federation, an Hachnosas Orchim Society, 
and a Talmud Torah. 

The Mount Sinai Sanatorium, Montreal Jewry’s magnificent institution for 
sufferers from tuberculosis, was opened on August 5th. The hospital is already 
filled to its utmost capacity. 

A new society has been established in Montreal entitled the Young Hebrew 
Girls’ and Boyes’ Aid Society. The members are ali under sixteen years of age 
and the object of the society is to aid the Orphanage and Home for the Aged 
(Hachnosas Orchim). 

Over 2,000 Jewish children were present at the fresh air picnic which was 
given by the Toronto Zionists on August 13th. Dr. J. Shayne, of the B’nei Zion, 
was Chairman of the Organising Committee. The Toronto Zionists are providing 


‘recreation and amusements for all the poorer Jewish children of the city, and also 


education for girls in Hebrew and religion. Some five hundred girls are looked 
after by the Toronto Zionist Hebrew Free School, under the capable direction of 
Mr. Eimond Scheuer, who is well-known for his admirable work from one end of 
the Dominion to the other. 


News from all Quarters 


Heer M. M. Kleerekooper hasdied in Amsterdam at the early age of thirty-eight. 
Originally a teacher at the Talmad Torah School there, he subsequently devoted 
himself to bibliography, and in that direction he contributed largely to a work on 
the history of the book industry in the Netherlands. He obtained rich material

Naturalisation. Societies’ Council was held on Thursday week, when a discussion 


on the subject of Naturalisation occupied most of the time. Mr. 
\. J. CORT presided. 


Mr. ISIDOR APFELBAUM moved, and Mr. N. JAFFE seconded :— 


That in the opinion of this meeting of the Manchester and Salford United Friendly 
Sosieties’ Council, representing upwards of 3,300 members, early a'teration is necessary 
in the conditions under which the right of naturalisation is conceded. The present high 
fee, the nature of the literary tests imposed, and the manner in which they are applied, 
render it in many cases impossible for foreign-born residents of good character in the 
i nited Kingdom, to obtain the privileges of British citszenship; the baidships of their 
position are likewise increased by the provisions of the National Insurance Act, under 
‘hich the complete benefits of that measure are denied to many who have settled 
permanently in the United Kirgdom but were born abroad. arr 


Dr. J. DULBERG, J.P., who had been invited to attend to explain the dis- 
abilities under which aliens laboured, said the Insurance Act bad to a considerable 
extent increased the injustice and disabilities which Jews in this country, who had 


not the privilege of being British citizens, suffered. Dr. Dalberg went on to speak — 


of the injustice of a monetary test for individuals who otherwise were suitable to 
become British subjects. If such disabilities as the Insurance Act imposed were 
to be fixed, facilities should be granted to make naturalisation easier. 

Mr. W. J. BUTTERS moved as an amendment. :— | 

‘That the Council should not express an opinion on the subject, as it opened up great 
political questions. | 
Mr. Batters said that it was impertinent to expect the framers of the Insurance 
Act to remedy the naturalisation law. Jews came to this country in order to evade 
citizenship in their own country, and were of no social service to this country. 
The Jew was always one to uplift bis own race and no other. They formed the 
most barrow and biggoted race of people he knew, and he for one refused to 
extend to them any special preference. In the bulk Jews were no good to any 
nation. 

Dr. DULBERG, in reply to the diecussion which ensued, asked whether those 
who charged Jews with leaving their own country and evading their duties there, 
realised what was the position of the Jew in those countries. Ile was persecuted 
from the moment of his birth to his death. In the Russo-Japanese 
War the Russian Jews were placed in the front of the combatants, and the 
wounded were then sent home with no one to he'p them. He himself came to 
this country from Roumapia because he realised that for the duties expected from 
him there would be no privileges in return. ‘‘I put it to you,” he said, ‘‘ would 
any of you have remained in such a country if he had the opportunity of going 


away from it? Taaok God I had the opportanity of leaving it.” To show his 
gratitade for beiag a citizea of this country, he had intereste! himself in public 
affsirs and was privileged to be magistrate of that city. It had beea asked what 
had J ews done for this country. It was too late in the day to ask such a question. 
Beajamin Disraeli belonged to another generation, but what, he asked, about Sir 
Rafus Isaacs? As regards Jews and the trade of the country he quoted tbe firm 
of Branner, Mond and Oo., and asked who would deny that Dr. Mond had not 
done a great deal for the country. 3

An Appeal. | 
To the Editor.—[From the Rev. Dr. B. SALOMON and Mr. JEROME JACOBS 
(President). | 


Sirk,—The recent amalgamation of the above two institutions has already 
been productive of good results in the direction of Hebrew edacation in the mani- 
cipal schools. There have been two additions to the staff of Visiting Teachers, 
the number of weekly lessons has been increased, and arrangements are being made 
for effectively organising tha regular provision of teachers for ail large municipal 
schools which are attended by Jewish children. The increasing demands thas 
made upon tha [ostitutions and the growth of the Talmud Torah itself has 
natarally entailed a considerable increase in the expenditare. It is, therefore, 
most essential that the Institution should receive a greater measure of support 
than heretofore. There are about 600 poor orphan boys receiving daily Hebrew 
instruction within the walls of the Talmud Torah, and at least a thousand Jewish 
children at the municipal schools—mostly girls—who have no other means of 
acquiring a knowledge of Hebrew. 

. The paramount importance of the Institution as an educational centre is so 
evident, that attention need only bs drawa to its straitened financial position to 


_indace the Jewish public to come forward with the substantial help so much 


needed. What is particul srly required isa regular source of income of sabscri- 
bers. It is only by havioy a fixed and reliable source of income that the Com- 
mittee can hope to continue its manifold labours inthe cause of, Hebrew Education 
in Manchester.

A. Fvidmaa, Nathan Cohea, 8S, Goldmaa, H. Lewis, H Isaacs and Rabbi 
Harwitz took part, it was resolved that the Chairman should issae a apecial appeal 
asking fur immediate assistance to prevent the appreheaded calamity. : 

It is to be hoped that the commanity will g-nerously respond so as to enable 
the Executive to extricate the Institution from 11s present precarious position, and 
to carry on their operations. There was some talk at Sunday’s meeting of the 
advisability of disbanding the Saelter entirely. This would be @ scandal to the 
Leeds commanity, Tae Saelter has been a veritable home to many who have, 


through its influence, beea enabled to rise from their despair and to besome 
worthy members of the commanity.

SIR,—At the outset of his letter, Mr. L. Abrahams seeks to imply that my 
comment, by appearing some time after the publication of the annual report of 
the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, and when his predecessor happens to 
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have left the country, must be part and parcel of a deeply Isid plot! Let me at 
the outset hasten to assure him that this is not the case, and though I am uvaware 
of the exact date of the receipt of the copy sent to the Chairman of the Leeds 
Institute, my comment upon the report immediately followed my perusal of it ; 
‘but how all this, and the fact of the late Secretary being now in the Antipodes 
affects the facts in the slightest degree I am at a lores to understand. 

The point at issue is quite clear. The anoual report of the Literary Section 
states emphatically ‘‘ that the success achieved is the more remarkable, as the 
Section did not receive encouragsment from the Executive of the Institute,” 
whilst, as a matter of ‘fact, 1% is common knowledge that the Executive 
gave its enthusiastic support and encouragement to the Section, and did 
all in its power to make its success possible. Mr. Abrahams makes a 
futile attempt to justify the statement which he now modifies somewhat 
to ‘' the Section did not receive the encouragement it had a right to expect,’’ and 
points out as justification that as far back as December of last year, & proposition 
was moved in Committee ‘‘ that the aab-Sectioas be not interfered with.” Suraly 
one could rather have expected of him to point to some tangible instance where 
anythiog that had been asked for by theS ctioa had ever beearefased them by—what 
he chooses to term—'* ths powers that be.” Mr. Abrahams takes me to task, 
and pointsoat ‘‘ that had I baen so disposed [ coald have easily ** ascertained the 
fact that the members of the Literary Section heartily endorse everything con- 
tained in the Report.’’ 

Is it not, therefore, all the more remarkable that it is jast those members, who 
complain that they were kep: io entire ignorance of the Raport issued ia their 
name, and farther that at a meeting of the Jewish [ostitute Executive (which 
includes many members of the Literary Section) held last week, when the subject 
came upfor consideration, promineat members of the Literary Section warmiy 
repudiated the Report, which they said did not represeat the ,opinions of the 
mem bers. | 


To the Editor.—({From Mr. A. HYMAN, Honorary Secretary.) 

»Srr.—At a meeting of “the powers that be” (the Executive of the Leeds Jewish 
Institute), on September 5th, a consid srable part of the p oceed nys was taken up with 
the cousideration of she Literary Section’s report. which contained the surprising 
statement“. ha no encouragement wa: given to that sub-section,” and in view of the 
remarkable letter which app ared in your is-ue of Septemiber 6th from Mr. L. 
Atrahams, the newly-elected Hon. Secretary of the Lit-rary Section, purporting to 
refute the comment of your Leeds correspoadent on the subject, the proceedings are of 
particular interest. 

All who spoke atrongly protested against such an unjustifiable reflection beng made 
upon the work of the Institute, and Messrs. L. Rosenberg and H. M Simans (vice-cha'r- 
man)—as members of the Litersry Se:stion—w.sed to d ssociate themselves from the 
report, which, they remarked, did not represent the opinion of the Literary Section. 

Mr. H. Morris (Chairman) said that the statement contained in the report was a 
misrepresentation of the facts, and cast an undeserved slight upon the Kxecut ve, who 
had spared no trouble or expense in furthering the interes:s of the Literary Section. He 
explained that one reason for not bringing the matter bef re the Committee earlier was 
that he did not wish to prejudice the Literary Section’s appli-ation for a renewal of the 
facilities granted them Jast year, which had been conceded at the previous meeting. | 

Ultimately, a resolution strongly repudiating the statem nt contained in the report, 
and calling for a withdrawal by the Literary Section was unanimously adopted. 

It will be seen from the for going proceed. ngs that your Leeds Correspondent s 
reference to the subject was a very fair and generous comment upon the sitaation, and 
one which, were it not for Mr. Abiahams’ letter. which adds insult to injury, would have 
done mach ultimately to smooth matters over. This mach must be said in fairness to the 
members of the Literary Section, that Mr. Abrahams’ le: ter is quite in keeping with the 


opinion, and pot the result of the deliberations of the executive of members they seek to 
represent. Mr. Abrahams, when he attempts to justify the cont: ntion that the Executive 
did not enconrage the Literary Section, by reference to a rep rt which appe red in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE on December 22nd, wherein it is stated that a proposition was 
moved “tbat the Sab-Sections be not interfered with,” speaks in ignorance. As the 
wording of the proposition itself points out, it dealt with the Sub-Secti ns and not with 
the Literary Society only, and the question then under consideration was to determine 
the status of non-members of the Institute, who were members of the Sab Sections. 
That di-cussion was the ontcome of certain representations from the members, com- 
plaining of the anamolous position brought about by non-members of the Institute— 
some of them ex-members—availing themselves of the facilities offered by the Institnte’s 
subsidiary Sections, and after carefully considering the position, the Executive, being 
solicitous for ther success, resolved that the Sab-Sections be not interfered with. 

And this, Sir, is brought forward as the only justification upon which is based the 


statement published. The fact thas all the expense necessary and ficilities asked for, 


were whole-heartedly granted counts fr nothing, bat taat ‘‘ the powers that be” dared 
to consider the constitution of its sub-sections is used ‘in evidence against them” as 
being an unworthy Executive of a constituent Institute of the Uuion of Jewish Literary

‘game site. In 1897 the present synagogue was bait. Toe syaagogue owed much 
to the late Colonel Goldamid, who was for some time in command of the military 
de pdt at Cardiff, and who took every opportunity of identifying himaelf with the 
local community. He acted as Chairman of the Buildiag Committee, afterwards 
becoming Hon. President of the sy ue. He laid ove of the foundation stones 
of the structure, others being laid by aed Wiadsor, then Mayor of Cardiff, aod 
by Mr. Maclean, parliamentary representative of the city. The building wes

with which we are supplied by Heaven’s grace. See, says the Midrash Tanchuma, 
the world stands in need of as much light as it can get from the Sanctuary of 
God! When a man builds a house, he will make the windows narrow from with- 
ont but opening wide within. Why? In order that the rays of light, coaverging 
at the narrow opening may diverge when entering the room and thas diffuse their 
light. Bat the openings in the wall of the Temple were constructed on the 
opposite plan ; beginning with a narrow opening within the building, they gradually 
became wider as they reached the outer surface— with this object, that the fulness 
of light which filled the Sanctuary might shed its rays without and illamine the 
whole world. And thus itis with the Sacred Torah! Not alone should it give 


_ light within the Sanctuary of the homs and the Synagogue, but it should illamine 
the outer world in which we move. - Oh, if Jewish parents would only understand © 
| that there is no book which they oan put into the hands of their children eqaal in 


any respect to the Book of the Bible! If they would see to it that the study of 
Hebrew and the kaowledge of Jewish History did not share the fate of the 
MINZOA VY scapegoat of old, of being thrust aside as an intrader in the 
curriculum of refined education! If the Jew would himself be conscious of the 
power and inflaence which he, by means of the Bible-truths and the uadoubied 
destiny of his races, oan exert upon the history of the world, then indeed 
he would feel it his duty to be more earnest and active in under- 
standing for himself and for his children the message of that Book, which 
talls that Israel’s mission in the world is not yet completed, and that the time has 
yet to come when through the light which the children of Israel shall kindie, all 
the nations of the earth shall be blessed. Let this then be the instruction and the 
message which every man, woman, and child present here to-day may carry away 


as they leave this Sacred House at the conclusion of this special service. No — 


Rabbi or Preacher can do the real work of consecrating a place of worship; the 
consecration is personal and individual, 
it has to come from those who have 
the privilege of meeting and worship- 
‘ping within the precincts of the build- 
ing which is dear to them, and which 
they have laboured to raise and rear.

object, become the House of God. If 
godiy thoughts be roused within you 
while you are assembied here for wor- 
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ship; if all tnat 1s unholy and uncharitable be chased from your minds while you 
are engaged here in prayer, if the fullest harmony and peace prevail among you in 
the hour that you are ; 

SEEKING GOD’S PROTECTION AND BOUNTY, 


His grace and His pardon, then, and then only, will it be possible for you to feel 
with Jacob of old that this place is indeed awe inspiring, ‘‘ this is none other than 
the House of God, in truth, the earthly gate leading to Heaven.” Batif, on the 
other band, God forbid, not slone while you are congregated in this holy house, 
but while you are moving in the outer world, you break the covenant of peace 
with one another, you vex and harass, in the name of religion, those who lead or 
serve you, those who have toiled hard for you in the past and whose services are 
at your disposal in the future, then, I say, it is no longer God whom you think to 
worship in your synagogue but Moloch—for, by your example, you will be passing 
your own children through the flames of envy and hate, of strife and irreligion, 
and in vain shall you then look for the blessings of Heaven. Remember and do 
not forget that not on foundations of concrete or piles of bricks will the syna- 
gogue of a congregation stand firm, but it will rest with security upon peace and 
good-will, upon mutual forbearance and toleration, upon occasional self-sacrifice 
and eelf-effacement, upon honesty of purpose and unity of action among those 
who worship therein, and who undertake to labour for its continued usefulness. 
Disregard these essential elementary principles ; give way to the baser feelings of 
buman nature; sow discord and strife by tale-bearing and slander; engage in 
God’s work not for Heaven’s sake but for your own aggrandisemest ; split your- 
selves up into factions because you cannot obtain the synagogue honours or 
privileges to which you think yourselves entitled; forget that, although charity 
may cover a multitude of sins, it cannot wipe out the effects of OWT 212M com- 
‘munal dishonour brought about by public s andal; forget that we have all one 
Father, and that no man dare deal treacherously with his neighbour, be be Jew 
or non-Jew, and then all that you can expect will be a _ repetition 
of what happened to us two thousand years ago, when we lost our Temple and our 
national independence, and suffered a shock from which we bave never yet 
recovered. May the dismal picture which I have barely outlined never become a 
reality in the case of this congregation; but may this synagogae continue and 
tlourish as a centre of enlightenment, as a source of strength to the Jewish 
inhabitants of this important industrial centre, avother strong link in the chain of 
the brotherhood of Israel! May industry and integrity walk hand-in-hand to guide 
you all in the way of righteousneas and honour; and your handiwork will be 
established and blessed by the grace and mercy of that Being to Whom we now 
address ourselves in prayer. 

The Rabbi then proceeded to offer up an eloquent prayer. |

‘‘The Influence of the Jews in England.’’ 


PAPER BY DR. GOLLANCZ, 


In the evening a meeting was held at the Jewish Institute, at which Dr 
Crollancz read a paperon ‘‘ The Influence of the Jews in England.’’ 

Io the course of the paper Dr. Gollancz said he doubted whether the following 
circumstance had ever sufficiently engaged the attention of the Jew or non-Jew, 
namely, the direct result, from the intellectual point of view, of the presence of the 
Jews in Great Britain. We were more frequently treated to a consideration of the 
beneficial influence of the Jew nowadays resulting from his position on the Stock 
Exchange and the money market; or we might even have to blush at some 
exposure of one of our people in connection with the sordid side of money-making. 
Thanks to the progress of the age, thanks to our own high ambition, it would be 
an easy thing to point to the gratifying influence which Jews have been exerting 
during the nineteenth century in the domain of literature, science and art—to 
prove that, given the necessary conditions of intellectual life, these pursuits and 
departments were more congenial to their tastes and temperaments; thev formeda 
more natural elementfor their own development than the various pursuits into which, 
through cruel circumstances, Jews had been forced daring the centuries of the 
past. He would bring under their notice a few notes upon the interest which 
Hebrew studies awakened in early England and later times among those not of our 
race. Among other works some interesting items are to be found in Leland’s 
De Sciptoribus Britannicis, Wood's Annutls of the University of Oxford, Hodias 
De Textibus originalibus, and Stevens’ History of Ancient Abbies. It bas been 
remarked that “it is gratifying to national feeling to observe that in the long 
period of more than a thousand years of general darkness (from Jerome’s death in 
the 5th century to the end of the 15th century) there was in this country, in 
every century, except the 5:h and 6th, some scholar eminent for his knowledge of 
the Hebrew language.” The accession of William, Duke of Normandy to the 
throne of England contributed greatly to the advancement of sacred learning in 
this country by the introduction of learned foreigners into the highest Charch 
offices. Lanfranc and Anselm seemed to have been well versed in the original 
languages of Scripture. A commercial policy was als> responsible for the study 
of Hebrew. Jews were referred to in Hollingshed’s Chronicles; they were found 
in most of the cities in England, such as York, Bury St. Edmunds, etc.; in 
Oxford they settled in the parishes of St. Martin, St. Edward and S:. Aldate, the 
two latter being in time called the Great and Little Jewries. In the 12th century 
we meet with Divinity and Oriental scholars, such as Gilbert, monk of 
Westminster, and Adelard of Bath, who owed much of their learning to Jews. 
Robert Grosthead (or Grossetéte), Bishop of Lincoln, and Gregory of Hantingdon, 
monk of Ramsey, before Roger Bacon, himself an extraordinary versatile scholar, 
excelled in Hebrew learning. What the end of the thirteenth century meant for 
the Jews is well summed upin Leland s words: ‘ Within 200 years after their 
admission and establishment by the Conqueror, they were banished from the 

Kingdom.” Bat “ this circumstance,” he continues, “ was highly favourable to the 
circulation of their learning in England,” for they were obliged to sell their large 
_ quantities of Rabbinic works owing to their sudden dismigesal, and these found their 
way tothe monasteries and University libraries. John de Bristol and Richard de 
Bury are also meationed in connection with Hebrew studies. In Edward III's 
reign, Richard, Archbishop of Armagh, and Cardinal Eston, have recourse to the 
Hebrew original, the latter translatiog from Hebrew into Latin almost the whole 
of the Old Testament. In the middle and latter part of the tenth century, three 
ladies of high standiog, were knownas Hebraists, Lady Jane Grey, Lady Arabella 
Staart, and Lady Kulligrew. 7 
Nor as Jews living in England should they leave unnoticed another important 
indication of the inflaence which the Sacred Tongue exerted upon the life of the 
people of Great Britain at the beginning of the next century. He referred to the 
translation of the Bible into English by the order of James I. Slowly and surely 
the seed was preparing in the half-century which elapsed between the accessicn of 
James I. and the mission of Mavasseh ben Israel to procare from Cromwell 
pefmission for the resettlement of the Jews in this country—the seed was pre- 
paring for this result by the increasing attention that was being paid to the 
ebrew Scriptures and to the position and prospects of the Hebrew people, the 
people of the Book. Thus it was that Oxford aad Cambridge had long been able 
to boast of Semitic scholarship; Glasgow, Edinburgh and Aberdeen were splendid 
seats of Oriental learning ; that London University had at last, only a few years 
ago, held its firss Honours Examination in the Hebrew and Aramaic langusges ; 
and that such modern seats of learning as Aberystwith and Bangor in Wales 
have their departments of Semitic languages. 
The current, once having been allowed to flow, could not be turned back ; nor 
would the Englishman wish it to be turned back, for the stream had brought a 


lessing with it. The Britisher loved his Bible; he regarded it with reverence bas 
the precious casket which enshrined the Will of Heaven—the book first known to 
the world in the language of the Hebrews of old. The knowledge and the love of 
this Sacred Volume have been the bulwark of this country’s greatness, as the: 
have ever proved the anchor in the sea of tronbles to the Jew of all times. | 

What I[ intended to show in my remarks this evening, said Dr. Gollancz in con. 
clusion, was this: that in early England Jews possessed something more than 
mere money-chests and deeds recording loans. Furthermore, I cannot help say- 
ing that if, Heaven forbid, this great country, in the continued evolution of its 
history, aping the tendencies of other European countries, should ever attempt to 
go back upon its splendid traditions of toleration and liberty, aad growing envious 
of the Jew and his successes, give way in any wholesale manner to the evil 
promptings of anti-Semitism, there is one department, it seems to me, which 
would resent and successfully ward off, I might even say be free from, any inter 
ference with the legitimate influence of the Jew—an influence which has been 
slowly operating here for centuries, namely, the department identified with his 
intellectual influence, his influence in the walks of learning and literature. For. 
however much the monarchical spirit of a country mav revolt against the idea of a 
Republic, however much interested parties might fight the Socialism directed 
against the capital of the wealthy classes, there yet stands safe and secure outside 
such conflicts and controversies, high above mundane speculations, a Republic 
connected with and intimately related to the wealth of the mind—-the Republic of 
Letters; there is one form of Socialism, one form of communism, agreeable to al! 
sections of a community—the one which embraces and shares equally a people's 
literary possessions and intellectual treasures. May the Jew of every country 
derive his keenest satisfaction from this pursuit, or at least from this considera 
tion! And to this end, to strengthen this influence, such associations and literary) 
societies as yours mast conduce, and [am glad to be present here to-night to 
awaken you to the fact of your own importance. 

Me. ISAAC SAMUEL, J.P., who presided, referred to the progress which had 
been made bv the Institute under the zealous Chairmanship of Mr. Leo Joseph, 
and expressed the hops that it would gain a large accession of members as a result 
of Dr. Gallancz’s visit. He also referred to a scheme he had adumbrated for 
providing sp cial services for young members of the community unable to attend 
the ordinary Sabbath services. 

A vote of thanks to Dr. Gollancz was moved by Mr. LEO JOSEPH, seconded 
by Mr. B. JACOBS and supported by the Rev. H. JEREVITCd and Mr. J. LEwIs. 
The latter alluded to the presence of Mr. Maurice Myers, Organising Secretary o/ 
the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, and expressed the hope that asa result of 
Dr. Gollancz’s paper, a literary section would be established in connection with 
the Iastitute. 

Dr. GOLLANCZ, in his reply, expressed his sympathy with this project and 
Mr. MYERS, io moving a vote of thanks to the Chairman, mentioned that he had 
accepted an invitation to visit the Institute on October 20th. 

Dr. Gollancz returned to town on Monday evening. 


Mr. Abraham Melcher, of Woodville Road, the treasurer and a past 
president of the New Synagogae, Eijward Place, celebrated his golden 
wedding on the 30th ult.

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THE ZURICH CONGRESS. 
Did Mr. Jd. H. Levy Denounce Shechita? 


To the Editor.— [From Mr. J. H. LEVY, 11, Abbeville Road, S.W.] 


SIR,—It is with much doubt as to the wisdom of the proceeding that I sit 
down once more—and for the last time—to correct the gross and inexcusable mis- 
representations of your correspondent, for which I must hold you, Sir, as well as 
him, responsible. : 

He commences his letter in your current issue by saying “that Mr. Levy only 
defends himself against having given utterance to matters of secondary importance 
which had been imputed to him,” as if the plea of “ secondary importance” could 
excuse his conduct. What are these matters of secondary importance ” 

The first is that which asserted that Miss von Konow denounced the tenacious 
adherence to Shechita. I denied this, and asserted that she had given me assur- 
ances that she had no wish to interfere with orthodox Jewish customs. Her sole 
object was to ensure the use of the stuoning instrument. Your correspondent 
replies to this: “TI let this stand.” Not a word of apology does he offer for the 
misstatement. But he does not “let itstand.” He afterwards says he has nothing 
to retract, makes the suggestion that I misunderstood Miss von Konow, and asserts 
that she most likely did say what the reporters understood her to say—which is 
nowhere in evidence. That this is not so is plain from the fact that she did not 
vote for the second resolution, for the legal suppression of Shechita. lnodeed, I 
took precautions, which I need not detail here, for a thorough understanding with 
her; and IL hope actively to co-operate with ber in order to bring about a general 
enforcement of the use of the stuoning instrament. | | 

The second statement was that I said I “did not see the worth of the religious 
foundation of Shechita.” I said nothing at all even resembling this. I disclaimed 
the intention of making any pronouncement to the Congress on the religious 
foundation of Shechita. Bat, if I bad made such a statement to it, how could 
any orthodox Jew regard this as a matter of secondary importance” 

The third statement is that I asked: ‘' Were not the horrors of the Inquisi- 
tion also said to be of God’s command?’’ I a+ked no such question, avd do not 
know whether it should be answered in the affirmative. I referred to the Inquisi- 
tion as showing how far cruelty might be carried in the name of religion. 

The fourth statement is that I ‘‘ maintained that the correct interpretation 
of the Moeaic code did not refer to Sbechita but to avoidance of the consumption 
of animal flesh ’’ This was a ‘‘ bowler’’ of which you, Sir, must bave known I 
was incapable; and I hold that you wore not jstified in publishing it. It is 
evidently a travesty of my reference to the Rev H. 8. Lewis's letter. . 

The fifth statement is that I offered Miss Voa Konow my support in order 
that her battle against Shechita might be carried on in England. I did nothing 
of the sort. Neither Miss von Konow nor I have any intention of battling against 


Shechita, any more than the British Government was battling against Hinduism | 


when it put down Suttee. I do not doubt that when the nations of the civilised 
world have made the use of the stunpiog instrament compulsory—if not before— 
the Rabbis will find out that Shechita is quite consistent with its use. It is 
because Judaism has thus accommodated itself to the advance of knowledge and 
morality that it bas lived eo long; and it is because this power of adjustment is 
now so weak that Judaism is threatened with extinction. That which cannot adjast 
itself to its change of environment must die. This is the decree which is written 
large in the Book of Nature—the Torab, the authenticity of which admits of no 
logical dispute. The consciousness of animals to pain through the brutalities of 
‘* castipg ” and slaughter may now, for all I know, be esteemed by some or all of 
the Rabbis the ‘‘ kernel’’ of Sbecbita. Their ingenuity will, I hope, be quite 
equal to the discovery of another ‘‘ kernel.’’ | 

Now, Sir. this string of statements of your correspondent, which you have 
published without comment, is, from beginning to end, eff the line of truth. He 
pleads that he “‘ put no other words into the mouths of F:iinlein von Konow and 
Mr. Levy than those which were printed in the Newe Ziircher Zeitung.” Bat we 
are not given the words of this paper, which I will endeavour to obiain. If the 
allegations of your correspondent rested on what appeared in it, this should have 
been avowed. Its words sbould have been quoted, and the attempt to write some- 


thing that looked like an original report of the Congress should not have been 


made. If your correspoadent bad qnoted the words of the Zurich paper, or a fair 
translation of them, aod then openly based his comments on the hypothesis that 
this was a correct report, I would have had no just grouad of complaiat, provided 
the comments were fair. 7 

I must add a word as to the further statements of your correspondent in your 
current number. ‘The whole matter,” he says, “reveals the gross ignorance of 


Mr. Levy on the subject of Shechita”’; and he asks whether [ do not koow “that _ 


the ordinances respecting Soechita require that death should be caused by a cut 
with a very sharp knife,” This isa geoss impertinence, in both senses of that 
word. He eays: “I fail to see why Mr. Levy so constantly speaks of ‘ orthodox’ 
Shechita customs. Iam of opinion that there is only one Shechita.” SoamI; 
and I challenge him to quote even oné instance in which I have spoken of 
orthodox Shechita customs.” _ 

He says that my missing my opportunity for speech on the second resolu- 
tion passed by the Congress was ‘‘very peculiar.” This is, of course, an 
insinuation of untrutbfulness on my part. Iudeed, he says, in direct contra- 
diction of my assertion, that ‘‘I did not deem it necessary to say asingle word.” 
For this he can have no evidence, and I decline to comment onit. That a man 
in his seventy-fifth year, whose hearing is far from perfect, attending (without 
any colleague to assist him) a C mgress whose discussions were carried oo in 
three languages, should, at one juncture, when the confusion was great, have 


lost touch for a short time with what was g»ing on, will, [ am confident, not 


appear at all strange to persons possessed of ordiaary common sense and gentle- 
manly feeling. 

Your correspondent says he fails to see anything in this report that he can 
retract. I can assure him, and you, that this is to me a matter of utter indiffer- 
ence. No person for whose opinion I care would attach the slightest importance 
to his slanders. Hesays he ‘‘will not rob Mr. Levy of his inalienable right to 
think as he pleases about ritual laws, and Shechita and the like, as & man and 
4 natural philosopher.” This is very kind; but it is somewhat discounted by 
the fact that he cannot do what he so magoanimously says he will not. ‘* We 
have the right,’’ he tells me, ‘‘ to demand that at a Congress he should notas a 
Jew speak against ancient Jewish institutions, Where and when did Judaism 
appoint Mr. Levy as its 772?" Ican assare all whom it may concern, that 
‘we’? may demand what ‘‘we’’ like; bat this wiil not make the least differ- 
ence to me. Ishall speak asa man of Jewish race and of nurture, which I unal- 
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terably am. to the end of my days; and I shall point out the error or weakness 
in any institutions, Jewish or Gentile. ancient or modern. I make and have made 
no pretence of being the appointed [> of Judaism. Even your correspondent 
not that. Ihave no wish to be regarded as a representative or average Jew. That 
distinctly [am not. Neither was Amos or Isaiah, Spinoza or Ricardo. LTaspire, 
when my record is closed, to ba numbered, in however humble a position, not 
with those who, in every age, have identified religion with its dead husks and have 
vilified the prophets, but with ; 
souls that stood alone, 

While the men they agonised for hurled the contumelious stone— 

Stood serene, and down the fature saw the golden beam incline 

To the side of perfect justice, mastered by their frith divine. 

Iam notonly wishful to save oxen and sheep from unnecessary agony, but I am 
still more anxious to save men and women from indulgence in cruelty which 
brutifies their character and spreads its evil influence over the whole of their lives. 
The accident of my Jewish birth shall not stand in the way of my duty in this or 
any other respect ; and I har! defiance at the bigots who would make it do so. 


_There is no need for us to express our personal appreciation of our corres- 
pondent, nor would we wish to contest the sincerity of his motives. Such 
_ questions, indeed, are notin dispute. The point in controversy isas to whether, 
to use Mr. Levy’s own phrase, there was ‘‘ not a veatige of truth” in the state- 
ments made by our correspondent as to what occurred at the Zurich Congress. 
Oar correspondent stated that ‘ Fraalein von Konow denounced the tenacious 
adherence” to Shechita, and that Mr. Levy supported her. This Mr. Levy 
characterised in the words we have quoted. In the short report of the Con- 
gress which we published in our issue of August 16th, Mc. Levy was stated to 
have said he desired to give general support to the principle of Mies von Konow’s 
paper, that he declined to eat kosher meat on the ground that it was trifa 
because needless suffering was caused to the animal in the process of killing, 
aod that in this matter “the Congress must appeal to the best Jewish senti- 
ment, and not allow the blind intolerance of a few Jewish bigots (the italics are 
ours) to make them think evil of the whole race.” To thts report Mr. Levy 
raised no objection, and there does not, as a matter of fact, appear to be material 
difference between that report aud the somewhat more extended observations 
on the Congress by ourcorrespondent. That Mr. Levy, however, has not been 
misrepresented in our colamas we feel assured from a perusal of the issue for 
September 2ad of the Abolitionist, which is the jonrnal of the British Society for 
the Abolition of Vivisection,and which may, therefore, be regarded, we presume, 
in the Jight of a quasi-official publication. In its report of the proceedings 
at Zarich the following, which we reproduce in full, is given :— 

The greatest excitement occurred over the question of the Jewish mode 
of slanghtering animals for food. as the resalt paper read by 
Fraulein von Koaow, of Helsingfors. She denounced the Jewish method 
in unmeasored terms, and was subsequently sapported in her d-nunocia- 
tions by Mr. J. H. Levy. He was followed by Dr. Cramer, who pointed 
out thas Mr. Levy’s reference to the origin of the Jewish method as a 
Rabbinical superstition was not correct, for it was based upon the dis- 
tinct command of the Mosaic law that the blood, which was the life of 
the body, should be poured out, as it belonged to Goi. And it occurred 
to me, as he was speaking, that a Christian may be as good an authority 
upon Jewish law asa Jew, as the ancient records are equally open to all. 
Strong support to Fraalein von Konow was further given by a French 
delegate and others, when Dr. Hadwen struck a strong note of dissension, 
apd it was rather ioteresting to hear a Christian defending the Jewish 
system against a Jew. He had seen the Jewish method of slaughteriag ; 
he had seen the Eaglish method, with a pole-axe, and he graphically 
described them both, aud considered it impertinent for those who advocated 
the English method to denounce the method of the Jew, which, if 
expeditiously carried out, was mach more merciful. Everything depended 
upon the dexterity and humanity with which the animal was thrown. 
Then the rapid outflow of blood, after division of vessels of the neck, 
caused the animal to faint almost immediately, and an uaconscious death 
rapidly followed without any of the terrible preliminaries attending the 
pole-axing. 
even this may fail. | 

The whole system of s'aughtering, said the doctor, was a horrible one, 
and the only way of combatting it was by the adoption of vegetarianism. 
Bat he warned the denuociators of the Jewish method against the tyranvy 
of seeking to over-ride the conscience of the Jew, who was bound by the 


directions of the Old Testament, which to him were a sacred heritage, that — 


he would strenuously defend to the last. . 

Criticising F:aéulein von Konow’s assertion that the incision in the neck 
of the animals was made sometimes with stones and glass (which had 
caused a shudder to pass through the audience), De. Hadwen remarked 
thata hard stone could be sharpened to an intensely fine point, and that 
in ancient times the most delicate operations upon male subjects by the 
priests wee executed with sharpened knives. Glass, too, could be rendered 
equally effective. 

Our President’s speech created a decided impression upon those present, 
and considerable excitement ensued. : 

Fraulein von Konow proposed a long resolution of a somewhat colourless 
character, recommending humane slaughtering, but without dealing with 
the chief topic of ber paper, and this was anauimoasly carried. When, 
however, a French delegate insisted upon moviog a resolation advocating 
the legal suppression of the Jewish method, there was a very sharp 
division of opinion. | 

For some moments it was impossible to distinguish any sense from the 
confused babel of different languages which arose ; and my impression was 
tbat when a vote was taken, whereby the resolution was declared carried, 
very few really distinguished resolution from amendment. Moreover, 
as the English speeches bad been very briefly translated, several points 
were lost, and if time had not pressed it might have been better to thrash 
the matter out more fully. ‘Lhe tremendous excitement which reigned 
for some time over this episode was very interesting, not to say entertain- 
to a phlegmatic Englishman, but I learnt during the Congress that no 
amount of apparent wraogliog disturbed the inner harmony of feeling, or 
created apy unpleasant consequences. 

How, in face of this, can Mr. Levy state either that Friualein von Konow did 
not denounce the Jewish method of slaughter, or that he, in supporting her, 
did not do likewise? Herein, afser all, lies the kernel of the discussion, 
because we know Mr. Levy well enough to feel assured that he wouid not 


have opposed Shechita if he had seen any religious worth in its foundation. — 


His denial that he offered Miss Von Konow support in order that her battle 
against Shechita might be carried on in Englaud is obviously only made by 
Mr. Levy with the mental reservation that the stunning of animals 
prior to killing is not an effectual abrogation of Shechita. That *’ the 
Rabbis,” as Mr. Levy terms them—whoever they may be—will find them- 
selves sufficiently ingenious to deem kosher what is essentially trifa in the 
same way that Mr. Levy has called trifa what 1s essentially kosher, needs bo 
discussion. It would seem, however, from the extract from the Abolitionist, 
which we have quoted above, that there is at least one humanitarian the 
soundness of whose principles we take it even Mr. Levy would not chaileoge, 
who sees notbing contrary to tbe highest ideals of humanitarianism in the 
Jewish method of slaughteras compared withany other. Sothat “the Rabbis” 
avd the “few (!) Jewish bigots” appear, after all, to be on the side which 
Mr. Levy has been intending to champion.—Editor, JEWISH CHRONICLE.

Thus he helped to 
bring nearer the time on which our hearts are set, the time foretold by the prophet, 
when “the Lord shall be King over all the earth, when He shall be one, and His 
name one.” All honour and loving gratitude, then, to thee, Charles Voysey, 
staunch friend of Israel, faithful servant of thy Divine Master. We bewail thy 
going; but we thank God for thy coming, for having set thee in this life to preach 
ifis truth and to justify His people. May God comfort the hearts that mourn 
thee, and may “the Lord recompense thy work, and a full reward be given thee 
of the Lord, the God of Israel, under whose wings thou art come to take 
refuge!”

ZIONISM. 


THE CONFERENCE OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE AND THE RUSSIAN ZIONISTS. | 


A Conflict Predicted. 
[From our Russian Correspondent.] 


The reports of the proceedings at the Conference of the Central Committee in 
Berlin have been followed with keen interest in Russia, not only because it was 
one of the first opportunities to learn of the achievements of the new leaders, but 
also because rumours had been spread that, asa result of a certain “ political ” 
journey to England, the Zionist financial institutions will be legalised in Russia. 
However, on the publication of the reports, interest was centred on the renewal 
of the struggle between the “ Political Zionists ” (led at the Conference by Herr 
Wolffsohn, Heer Kann and Dr. Marmorek) and the “ Practical Zionists ” (led by 
the present heads of the movement). Pleasure is expressed at the fact that the 
personal aspect of the campaign was not so much in evidence at the Conference as 
the fight for principles, but it is recognised that a keen struggle between the 
two parties is inevitable at the next Congress, where each will fight for the full 
control of all institutions of the movement. The platform of the “ Political 
/ionists ” will include “careful” work in Palestine, the collection of forces for 
a supreme moment, political negotiations, the growth of the financial institutions, 
and peace with all other great Jewish organisations, as opposed to the programme 
of the “* Practical Zionists,” who demand immediate extensive work in Palestine, 
the transfer of the capital of the financial institutions to Palestine, and stern oppo- 
sition to bodies of the type of the Ito, Alliance Israélite, etc. It must be noted 
that the choice of Vienna as the seat of the next Congress will prove advantageous 
to the “ Practical Zionists” by virtue of the proximity of the Austrian capital to 
‘he strongholds of the followers of the present leaders. 


* THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT SCHEME IN PALESTINE. 

The scheme of Local Government in the Palestinian colonies, announced in 
ihe JEWISH CHRONICLE a fortnight ago, bas already aroused bitter feeling among 
the Arabs. It appears, however, that very few colonies will be able to benefit by 
the scheme, on account of the stipulation that it will only be applied to colonies 
possessing at least a hundred Turkish subjects. Indeed, at present it is thought 
that the colony Petach Tikva alone will qualify under the new scheme.

The girl, whose name was ROSA HAGER, 23, was evidently of a very 
respectable character, and produced two testimonials from Germans testifying to 
her ability as a governess-nurse. Her father was previously in business, and her 
object was to come over here to learn the English language in order to obéain a 
better post in her own country. She had no friends in England, but.said she 
could supplement the £5 in her possession by writing to her parents for more 


money, 
The Enquiry Officer stated that the German Hostel for Women was full up, 
and could not take the appellant. 


The Chairman said that if he had known of the case he could probably have 

beer someone to look after the immigrant, but the danger now was that she 
d fall into improper hands. 

It was decided i betuae to allow the girl to land, but she was advised to 
endeavour to obtain a situation by correspondence, and have it verified by the 
German Consul, and then come over again.

Sir James Crichton-Browne, whose spirited championship of fried fish glad.

learnedly aud pleasantly on “Love at First Sight.” Whether dwelling upon 
matters dietetic or on affairs of the heart, Sir James is always convincing, 
pever prosy. And even as his fried fish dictum claimed the communal 
interest, so must this latest well-reasoned theory upon love and the “cash nexus” 
cause every one of us to ponder. To put the matter plainly, Sir James is convioced 
that marriages for money are not likely to prodace favourable results in the next 
generation, and that the offspring of those who had “ loved at first sight,” were 
far more vigorous and healthy than the children of those who had wedded from 
mercenary motives. Here, then, is the something for all of us to ponder over, 
reaching as it does to the very heart of a problem that is troubling our people in 
these times—-the factor of the “ cash nexus” in matrimony to-day. 


It was only a few days ago that the writer was discussing with a highly- 
gifted Jewish lady the increasing intrusion of the commercial element into the 
modern Jewish marriage. It was quite remarkable, she observed, that whereas 
a decade or so ago, marriages for money were prevalent in a certain section of the 
community only, to-day they were generally recognised, tolerated, and wide- 
spread. As has been observed in this column on a previous occasion, the insist- 
ence on a solatium with the bride-to-be, isa recognised aspect of the wooing of the 
least significant swain that ever essayed embarkation on matrimonial seas. The 
fact tbat he may be earning less than thirty shillings a week and be a hopeless 
ineligible, from an economic point of view, does not curb his insistence in this 
respect. And the mothers and fathers in Israel are to blame for pandering to this 
demand. A woman bad far better remain single than plight her troth toa young 
fellow in whose eyes the dowry and not the damsel is the all-important factor. 


“You see,” added this lady—and one is more disposed to discuss these things 
in the confidence-engendering atmoephere of the seaside—" such marriages must, 
and do, make for mutual regret in the end. What a great deal of uohappiness has 
this money element caused, and when shal! we at length realiseit?” I would not 
dare to pose as a specialist, but from patient enqniries pursued in the past it 
would appear that love at first sight in London’s Ghetto isa phenomenon. That 
there is pleasantness and courtesy —of sorts—between the two sexes no one would 
venture to deny, but there is no reason to doubt that the financial position of 
parents is, in most cases, subtly gauged before any engagement is entered upon. 


I have an acquaintance, a decent young fellow of nice appearance, who 
delights in relating to me his experiences at the hands of strangers in the_street. 
For example, an elderly man, entirely unknown to him, came up to him the other 
day, and with a polite ‘Good morning, Sir,” asked if he were married, and 
whether there was any possibility of his being attracted by a charming lady, with 
a dowry of £150 and a complete outfit! My friend blushed like a rose in Juce, 
blurted out a hurried “ Good day,” and related his experiences to the old folk at 
home. They seriously think of marrying him without delay to save him from 


the attentions of importunate Shadchanim. But even without the negotiations of

A relic of the bad old days finds its way into the local paper, embedded in the 
mass of interesting material represented by Mr. McNanght’s ‘‘ Roundabout Old 
East London.” It assumes the form of an advertisement, and was published in 4 


periodical circulating in Mile End and district in 1786: “ Whereas the Portuguese 


Jews burying ground at Mile End has been robbed of several bodies, whoever 
will give information of the person or persons concerned in the said robberies, 
shall, on conviction, receive a reward of Fifty Pounds, to be paid by E. J.. Pereira, 
No. 3, Castle-street, Houndsditch.” The prevalence of these robberies led to the 
regular patrolling of the ground by armed watchmen. Hence the ominous record 
of arms and ammunition in the archives of London’s Sephardim, Zangwill in his 
inimitable “ King of the’Schnorrera” refers to the guarding of the graveyard as 

regular source of income to the synagogue mendicant. 


- Speaking of the Sephardim reminds me of changes that have taken place 10 
the ante-Rosh Hashana aspect of the dear old thoroughfare of Heneage Lane. In 
the early, happy days, the Sunday prior to the New Year would see the little 
‘ Portygee ” boys struggling along ander the weight of their new charity clothe, 
the garments repo-ing safely in clean white pillowcases. Corduroy tcousers, 
grey coats and veste—the latter with sleeves—weighty boots, blue-grey stockings 
and cap with shiny peak. The loads monopolised the gangway of the old horse 
trams on the exciting homeward journey.

WALTHAMSTOW AND LEYTON RELIGION CLASSES’ 


DISTRIBUTION .OF PRIZES. 


The second distribution of prizes (the first having been held seven years ago) of the 
Religion Classes in connection with the Walthamstow and Leyton Synagogue, was held 
last Sunday, at the Synagogue, Boundary Road. There was a large attendance of 

aretits and members of the congregation, over which Mr. E. M. Gollanez presided. 
Boliowine some psalm-singing by the children, the prizes were handed to the successful 
pupils by Miss Styer, to whom a beautifol bouquet had previously been presented. 

In the course of his address the CHATRMAN said that it gave him great pleasure to pre- 
side at the distribution of prizes and to have an opportunity of renewing his acquaintance 
with the Walthamstow Congregation, which started many years ago before even the 
synagogue itself was erected. He considered it a great privilege to be asked to preside 
at such a gathering, because it was a function aunsihal with the religious life of the 
Jews of one of the largest and most important districts of greater London. At a 
time when there was so much discussion and difference of mg as to the relative 
importance of the secular and religious instruction of Jewish children, and when the 
stress and strain of everyday life, particularly among the working classes, made the old 
home instruction in Hebrew and religion more and more difficult, the influence of the 
synagogue over the life of the Jew had to beconsiderably strengthened. Hecould imagine

and no greater sign of weakness than to confess that it was necessary to have more 
prayers in English, because English parents refused to provide their children with the 
instruction whereby they might be able to understand the prayers in the original. It 
was useless closing one’s eyes to the fact that the whole futureof Anglo-Jewry depended 
upon the children of to-day, and they must therefore do everything in their power and 
strain every nerve to make them realise their duties as Jews and Jewesses and provide the 
means whereby they might carry them out satisfactorily. The first and most important 
mearrs whereby this end might be attained was by the Synagogue class-room, that adjoined 
the Synagogue which should be indesolubly bound up with the Synagogue itself, and 
which should act like the School did to the College as stepping-stone, and prepartion for 
what was tocome. No synagogue ought to be built without proper dhovsion being’ 
made for the religious instruction for the children of its members, and the institution o 
such classes in Hebrew and Religion should not be allowed to wait for the erection of 
any synagogue, but should be formed in any district wherever there were any Jewish 
children. He did not believe in classes being a separate institution, separately sup- 
ported financially like unfortunately was the case with most of the metropolitan 
synagogues which had to beg for a paltry few pounds in order to keep their religion 
classes working. He looked forward to the time, which he tas was not far distant, 
when the expenses or the upkeep of the classes would be defrayed out of synagogue 
funds and not 
DEPEND UPON THE GENEROSITY OF A FEW INDIVIDUALS. 


He, therefore, appealed for the continuation of the financial help which had always been 
forthcoming in the past. ‘Those classes, he thought, were fortunate in carrying out 
their work under the best auspices. When first formed, seven years ago, they were 
attended by only forty children. Now over a hundred had been admitted, but latterly 
those numbers had been reduced owing to removals from the district. The whole 
success, or otherwise, of the classes, he contended, depended upon the parents. There 
was no necessity at such a gathering for him to emphasise the urgency of 
their children receiving a sound Hebrew and _ religious training in order 
to fit ‘them to take their stand in the ranks of Anglo-Jewry. Most of them 
had been brought up in an atmosphere of religious observances, but there was a tendency 
nowadays not to transmit this atmosphere further. What would their feelings be in the 
future if they saw their children growing up ignorant of, or worse still, indifferent to the 
Hebrew language and religion and all those beautiful forms and ceremonies which played 
such an important part in the religion of their fathers? It wasonly by personal example 
in the home, coupled with the excellent instruction provided by the classes that they 
could look forward with any: hope to the fature of their Jewish children. He 
paid a tribute to the memory of the late Mr. J. M. Myers and Mr. Hyman Myers, 
who took great interest in the work of the classes, and to whom they owed so much of 
their success. The prizes that were to be distributed, Mr. Gollanez mentioned, 
had been presented, in memory of Mr. Myers, by his daughters. Although deprived 
of these gentlemen, they were still fortunate in having with them, Mr. Price and Mr. 
Golanski, whose work in connection with the Classes was well known and appreciated 
by all, and his esteemed friend, Mr. Mill, one of the original founders of the Congrega- 
tion. With such men directing the affairs, they need have no fear for the future of the 


Walthamstow and Leyton Synagogue. 

Votes of thanks to Miss Styer for distributing the awards, proposed by Mesars. 
JACOBS and GOLANSKI, to the teaching staff (Messrs. Gutmacher and Davidson), for 
their successful work ——- by Messrs. Prick and GOLDMAN), and to the daughters

JEWISH} LADS' CLUBS AND JEWISH IDEALS. 
To the:Editor.— [From Mr. D. PHILLIPS, 9, Mornington*Road,: Bow. 
Str,—I must ask you te allow me s in your paper to reply to what Mr. P. fH. 
Schwarzschild ‘calls my “ unjust accusations.” I may say, to start, that the club of which 
he is manager is practically a new one, and althongh he gives no examples yor, his 
ing at 
this club. But after the amende honorable, might I remark that his letter only 
strengthens my argument. He acknowledges that this teaching is necessary, and I know 
for a fact that there is no single thing that can have the slightest shadow of a claim to 
specifically Jewish teaching in the majority of the other boys’ or lads’ clubs, and 
especially is this true of those in the East End. In the second part of his letter he says 
that “no member has been allowed to join the Jewish Lodge of the Manchester Unity of 
Oddfellows without the knowledge and consent of his parents or guardian.” I think if 
Mr. Schwarzschild will read my letter again, he will find that he has wandered from the 
rint at issue. I did not say that the lads were compelled to join this Society. 
y ioference was that being told the Jewish societies were financially bad, 
it must naturally follow they would join the Gentile society. Now, it is a well. 
known fact that accounts and balance-sheets are absolute Greek to the average youth, or 
man as a matter of fact. And when lads are told by managers of this description that 
all Jewish societies are financially unsound, is it not natural, I say, for both they and 
their parents or guardians to accept this, and are the boys not then “driven”? Is there 
a better word in the English language that will express this? 
Here is another instance of the Jewish teaching, or want of it. The Stepney Old 
Boys’ Club is engaged in a competition, in which all the games take place on Sabbath. 
Your writer, “ Mentor,” wrote about women gambling in their own homes being shame. 
ful. What word would he use for that desecration of the Sabbath of which I speak » 
The above Club is not the Old Boys’ Club of Mile End Road, but was formed, I under- 
stand from those who were too old to remain members of the Stepney Jewish Lads 
Club, although it has no control over them. I am not blaming the young men 
for this, but am sure if, during the time they were members of the junior club 
the three M3 had been thoroughly explained to them they would not be taking part in — 
such sportsto-day. It may be urged that as these clubs are managed independently they are 
not communalinstitutionsin the true sense of the word. Then in that case, I ask, why does 
not the community take them in hand, and where are the occupants of our pulpits that they 
do not protest and try and show the youths the error of their ways? When a number of 
our people at the call of bread are compelled to work on Sabbath, look at the storm of 
protests. Noone remembers in palliation the words of the famous French writer, ventr: 
affamé n'a point d’oreilles, and how mach more does this apply when there are half-a- 
dozen small stomachs also waiting to be filled? A month ago, when the tombstone of 
the late Dr. Adler 9’? was set, those present recited Mincha at the graveside. Now, I 
am not going to speak one word on this controversy, which atits worst was but an excess of 
zeal on the part of those present in memory of one we all loved. Bat look at the

A SUMMARY OF THE YEAR. 


HE most saddening feature perhaps, in the year’s story is the persistency — 
with which the ancient blood legend has recurred. Month by month we have 
seen this hoary slander raised against our people, on a seale, which if not abso- 

lutely unprecedented, can never have been exceeded in modern times. (On the other 
hand, the apparently incurable habit of victimising the Jew in moments of crisis 
had full play. Although Jews displayed striking heroism in the war against 
Tarkey, we have witnessed an anti-Semitic outburst in Italy--the land where, of 
all others, the Jewish race, in recent years, had learned to expect different treat- 
ment. The very retaliatory blow which Turkey devised against her enemy—the 
expulsion of Italian subjects from her dominions—fell, curiously enough, with 
crushing effect upon Jews of Italian nationality, many of whom—with 
notable loyalty—preferred to abandon Ottoman soil rather than find safety 
‘n the renunciation of their Italian fatherland. The fact that one of the first 


Russian soldiers to fall in Persia was a Jew has not softened the harshness of the - 


{\ussian authorities towards the hapless Jewish subject of the Tsar, or even put 
au end to the sinister measures contemplated against them in the military sphere. 
At the same time the Jewish student exiles from Russia have found themselves 
harried in foreign universities. Poor Russian Jewish immigrants in Paris have 
been the object of a hostile campaign. And the Restrictionists in the United States 
—the greatest of all Jewish asvylums—have been busy with fresh schemes of 
exclusion. 

One of the most serious events of the year rd Jews abroad was the uprising 
in Fez, as a result of which some fifty Jews were killed, while thousands were 


rendered homeless. Practically the whole of the Mellah was destroyed, anda 


special relief fund had to be raised. 

Two notes of greater pleasantness have been struck during the year—one, 
the abrogation by the United States of its commercial treaty with Russia, with 
the object of freeing American Jews from the passports grievance; the other, the 
invitation by Portugal to Jews to settle in its African colony of Angola. The fact 
that this latter offer may ultimately have to be declined, while the American 
action has not yet to come to fruition, should not diminish our satisfaction that upon 
occasion, at all events, Jewish ability or Jewish power may win some concession 
from the world’s conscience or its sense of enlightened self-interest. The fact that 
our coreligionist, the Hon. Oscar Straus, has been nominated for the Governorship 
of New York State can be read with satisfaction in connection with the abrogation by 
America of the Russian treaty, under which Russia claims the right to place a ban 
upon American citizens who are Jews. 

On its religious side, the year has been distinguished by the remarkable 
search of Anglo-Jewry for a Chief Rabbi, and the great “(rthodox” rally 
at Kattowitz. Those wholovetocry “Ichabod” over Judaism may take comfort from 
the formation of the international organisation—the Agudas Yisroel—at that Confer- 
ence, and realise, perchance, that with all its trials and difficulties, the vitality of 
the Jewish creed is far from having ebbed away. 

Glancing in a little more detail at the various Jewries, we may first note the 
continuance of unhappy conditions in the country which holds more than half the 
race as hostages. Something has already been said of the blood libel, which has 
been propagated with extraordinary industry, by word of mouth or by ghastly 
pictures, and has been a perpetual menace to the life and security of the Russian 
Jews. The most flagrant case of all—the charge against the unfortunate Jew 
Beilis of murdering the boy Yuschinsky—has still not been brought to au issue ; 
and the wretched Jewish victim lingers in prison. Side by side with the ritual 
‘egend have gone innumerable expulsions of Jews from the villages, bringing ruin 
in their train; outbreaks against the Jewish population in Warsaw, Lodz, 
and elsewhere; fresh disabilities; and repeated incendiary fires, which reduced 
the Jewish victims to destitution. The extravagant scheme of the late 
Premier for the Russification of commerce has not been persevered 
with, but even without its aid the poverty of the Jews has sunk to ever deeper 
Jepths under the pressure of hostile conditions. Fally 70,000 Jews applied this 
year for relief at Odessa alone on the occasion of the Passover holidays—the figure 
takes no account of the numerous needy Jews who preferred to starye rather than 
beg. For the rest, the Duma has been dissolved without passing the Bill for the 
abolition of the Pale of Settlement, or bringing, during its existence, the least 
relief to the down-trodden Jewish population. A number of Jewish candidates 
are standiog for election to the new Duma, but the authorities, by disfranchising 
Jews in wholesale fashion, are reducing Jewish political powertoa nullity. In the 
‘ineantime, the Tsar fraternises with the wildest of bis Jew-baiting subjects, and 
the solitary item of comfort in the situation is the removal from office of 
General Tolmatcheff, Prefect of Odessa. There bas been no sensible 
alleviation of the Jewish lot in Roumania—in spite of a memorial presented 
by @ Jewish deputation to the King, nearly a year ago, praying for relief. 
!a December last, we noted the preparation of a Government Bill to limit the 
number of Jews employed in industrial establishments—a further blow at the 
industrial status of the Jewish population. 


The Centenary last March, of the emancipation of the Prussian Jews was 


an event which evoked unfavourable comment in the Conservative press, 
but which serves also to remind other observers of the flagrant manner 
in which the theoretical equality of the German Jews is defeated in 
actual practice. The Reichstag election in January reduced the anti- 
Semitic party from twenty-one deputies to fourteen, and showed a notable 
movement towards the Left which betakens, apparently, a powerful check to 
re-action, but only a vaulting optimism would suggest that this heralds the real 
and complete emancipation of German Jews. The triumph of the Progressive 
parties was the result of unpopular taxes, rather than of any other cause. But the 
anti-Semitic losses were welcome, indicating as they did the general disrepute into 
which the party has fallen. On the other hand, we have to chronicle the hostile 
demonstration against Russo-Jewish students at Munich in June and the anti- 
Heine and anti-Jewish manifestationg at Frankfort in the same month. 
Heine, however, has been immortalised at last—in a German Biergarten 
at Halle! In the elections seven professing Jews were returned, as well 
as six religionslos Jews and three apostasised Jews. The latter category

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ligionists—figures published in March showed a record Jewish species 
in Berlin in the year 1911. Mention, however, should be made here of 
the consecration of a magnifioemt synagogue in Berlin last month, at which the 
Kaiser was represented ; and the laying of thie foundation-stone of a new hospital 
of the community in Berlin. ; 

In Austria, the texture of the year’s events has been a composite one. On 
the one hand, we find a notorioug anti.Semite—Ernst Schneider—appointed to an 
important educational post, an anti-Jewish demonstratian taking place in Vienna 
(last March), and the revival of the blood libel in Bohemia. On the other, we 
see the Reichsrath making the declaration that religioug and pational considera- 
tions are not to affect the appointment of functionaries, while the Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry of Lower Austria asked that representations should be made 
to Russia on the passports question. Throughout the texture, as usual, run the 
pleasing threads of Imperial goodwill and Jewish munificence. In February 
the Barons Rothschild, of Vienna, gave 1,200,000 crowns to charity, and a few 
months later 8,000,000 Austrian crowns were allocated from the estate of Baron 
Albert de Rothschild to the General Benevolent Fund in the capital. A further 
Jewish gift—among others, one of £100,000, by Herr J. Spitzberger, for the build- 
ing of a children’s hospital in Vienna—may be noted. In March last the funeral 
of a man executed at Miskolcz (Hungary) for the murder of a Jewish family was 
made the occasion of a anti-Semitic demonstration, the murderer being hailed as 
a hero. Inthe following month a Jew, Dr. S. Rona, was made Director of the 
Royal Meteorological Institute in Buda-Pesth. 

Little of Jewish interest has happened in France. The campaign organised 
against Russo-Jewish immigrants in Paris warns us that if immigration into that 
city continues on a considerable scale, there may be a French Aliens Bill, still 
further narrowing the outlet from the Russian Pale. For the rest, there has been 
the usual stream of Jewish honours, but no religious movement of any consequence. 
In February, it was announced that Baron Gustave de Rothschild had bequeathed 
£40,000 for the working-class in Paris. 

In Italy the war with Turkey was followed by a virulent anti-Jewish outburst 


' —YFare event ina country which had just bean governed by a Jewish Premier. 


The outbreak was all the more remarkable, baving regard to the heroism displayed 
by Jews in the fighting (a service was held in the synagogue, at Rome, in memory 
of the fallen Jewish soldiers). Thousands of Jewish Ftalian subjects left Salonica 
in fear of expulsion by the Ottoman Government. More than a thousand were 
actually driven out from Smyrna. Jews. too, were killed in the bombardment of 
Tripoli, Bepgazi and Beyrout. Now, ag ever, Jews are among the most certain 
sufferers from the scourge of war. In January, the King attended a service in 
the synagogue at Rome. Our Italian coreligionists had to appoint a Chief Rabbi 
for Rome, and it is interesting to recall that they selected one—Rabbi Dr. A. 
Saverdoti—who was only twenty-six vears of age. 

From Bulgaria as elsewhere the reports have shown mingled light and 
shade. In February we chronicled the occurrence of anti-Jewish outrages 
following upon anti-Jewish demonstrations in Sofia in the previous October; while 
in April there was a@ visitation of the eternal blood legend, On the other hand, 
the King, showing his customary goodwill, received a Jewish deputation, which 
came to congratulate him on the twenty-fifth anniversary of his accession, and the 
Premier attended a service in a Sofia synagogue held in celebration of the coming 
of age of the Heir to the Throne. Four Jews found places on the Town Council 
of Sofia last October. 

Switzerland, the classic home of the Shechita agitation, was the scene of an 
attack on the Jewish system of slaughter last month. More pleasant incidents 


_ were the consecration of a new synagogue at Lucerne in March, the jubilee of the 


Zarich congregation in the same month, and the appointment of a Jew (Dr. 
Farbatein) for the first time as Judge of the Swiss Court of Cassation. 

In Turkey, the situation bas been a delicate one, and Jews have fully shared 
its anxieties. An unpleasant incident which occurred only recently was the out- 
burst of the Chief Priest in the mosque of St. Sophia, Stamboul, inciting the 
populace to make war on “the Young Turkish Zionists.” The Ottoman Jews, 
too, did not escape the ubiquitous blood accysation, which was brought against 


them in Smyrna; while the earthquake in Tarkey laid one of the Jewish . 


quarters in ruins. A curious illustration of Jewish patriotism was provided by 
the foundation of a Jewish branch of the Turkish Navy League; and this patriot- 
ism was rewarded by the re-election of four Jews to the Turkish Chamber in 
April, and the creation of the first Jewish officer on active service in the Turkish 
Army. Chief Rabbi Nahoum resigned his position, but the resignation was not 
accepted by the Turkish Government. 

An economic crisis and dearness of provisions combined with other causes to 
bring about a large emigration from Palestine during recent months. The immi- 
gration of many Jews from Yemen, however, as well as from Russia, has acted as 
a set-off to this exodus. The Zionist movement continues its work in the country, 
and the Bezalel School is an increasingly valuable asset. Mr. Nathan Straus has 
generously supplied funds for the maintenance of a Heslth Office in Palestine for 
five years, while if was announced some months ago that a sum of £80,000 had 
been bequeathed for the endowment of a Yeshiva at Jerusalem, The gift of 
£4,000 by Mr. J. Kronheimer, of Melbourne,” for the benefit of Jerusalem 
charities may also be recalled. — 

The great event for United States Jews—indeed, for the Jews of the entire 
world—was the denunciation of the Commercial Treaty with Russia last Decem- 
ber asa result of the Russian attitude upon the passports question. Up till the 
present no reports have come to hand of the nature of the new Treaty or the pro- 
gress, if any, which such Treaty is making. But it is to be hoped that this 
remarkable stand made by the United States will not be without tangible result. 
Beside this striking proclamation of Jewish rights, such minor incidents as the 
attacks on the Jews of Boston and the exclusion of Jews from the Brookhaven 
County Club are of secondary consequence. In the course of the year we have 
seen the President at a Jewish ball, the ex-President (Mr. Rooseveldt), preaching 
in a synagogue (at Pittsburg), and the Mayor of New York at a Chanucab seryice ; 
while Mr. Taft bas received a deputation of Rabbis, and paid a tribute to Jews. 
All this, in addition to the nomination for high office of the Hon, Oscar Straus 
already referred to, is eloquent of good relations, at all events between high 
governing circles and the Jewish population. We may also recall here that two

Splendid gifts and bequests to charity have come from the Jewish inhabitants, 
notably the legacy of £300,000 by Mrs. C. W. Neustadter, of New York; the gifts 
of £200,000 for scientific farming and £137,000 to Jewish and non-Jewish insti- 
tutions in the United States, by Mr. Julius Rosenwald, of Chicago; and the distri- 
bution of £37,000 to charity by the sons of Mr. and Mrs. Isidor Straus in 
memory of their parents. 

The new building of Dropsie College was dedicated in March—the 
institution, by the way, received a legacy of £12,000 a couple of months previously, 
and the fact reminds us once more of the penurions life led by onr own London 
seminary. In October, the new building of the Central Talmud Torah in Phila- 
delphia, costing £15,000, was opened. Another fact—significant, perhaps, of the 
revulsion in the United States against extreme Liberalism—that may be mentioned, 
was the reinstatement of the Sepher Toreh at Dr. Hirsch's Temple in Chicago. 
A less pleasant incident was the murder of the Jewish gambler Rosenthal and 
the lurid light which it threw upon the unwholesome conditions which are too 
often the price, for immigrants, of American liberty. | 

The year at home has been singularly uneventful. Nothing of first-class con- 
sequence has occurred. The old political controversies ceased to disturb very 
much. No anti-Jewish riots such as clouded the closing days of last year have 
occurred, and the community has gone steadily along the old paths of philanthropic 
endeavour. The chief event in the religions sphere was of a negative character— 
the failure to choose an occunant of the vacant office of Chief Rabbi. 

In political matters, the aliens question, which in past vears bas led to so 
much contention, attracted little discussion. Nearly 1000 persons were 
rejected under the Aliens Act in the vear 1911; and, althongh the provision 
of legal aid for appellants is working well the long-looked-for Receiving House 
still tarries. Attempts to obtain a reduction of the natnralisation fee have 
failed, all that was secured being a modification of the operation of the ednea- 
tional test. The Home Secretary even declined to receive a deputation from the 
Board of Deputies on the question. The acute stage of the Sunday clos ng pro- 
blem was passed early in the New Year, when the Sundav closing clauses of the 
Shops Bill were dropped. In other respects, however, the Shops Act still presses 
somewhat severely upon Jewish shopkeepers, who have founded an organisation 
for their protection. The Board of Deputies is also endeavouring to secure the 
amendment of the Act. The difficulties which arose in connection with the Nationa] 
Insurance Act were also, to a considerable extent, removed by concessions made 
bv the Government, concessions which were celebrated bv a public dinner last 
February. Au Approved Society was formed in April for Jewish women and girl 
workers ; while, three months later, the Loyal Jewish Lodge of the Manchester 
Unity of Oddfellows was formed. 

The American passports agitation found a natural echo here, the Conjoint 
Committee of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association sending a 
protest to the Times, in February, against the action of Russia in relation to the 
passports of British Jews. Later on, this was followed by the despatch of a 
memorial on the question to the Foreign Office. In this connection we may also 
mention the very influential British protest against the blood libel, issued in May 
last; and the attack on Russian Jews by the Russian Consul General (Baron 
Heyking) in the Fortnightly Review—an attack which was snfliciently answered. 

In February, a thanksgiving service was held at the Great Synagogue for the 
safe return of Their Majesties from India. During the homeward journey, King 
(reorge had received a Jewish deputation at Gibraltar. Sir Sassoon David, it 
may be recalled, gave £53,000 for agricultural purposes in India, in order to com- 
memorate the visit of Their Majesties to that country. An East End Memorial 
to the late King Edward was unveiled in March. | 

In the provision of new institutions, little fresh activity has beenshown. Another 
—and a big—stage has been scored by the promoters of the Jewish Hospital, who 


have completed the purchase of the site of the building. Steps are being taken to 


provide new headquarters for the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and a considerable sum 
of money is understood to have already been subscribed for the purpose. Among 
minor events under this heading may be recorded the opening of Talmud Torah 
Classes in Islington, and ofa Talmud Torah for girls, the extension of the work of 
the Jewish Religions Education Board, and the opening of thenew premises for the 
East End Social Club for the Jewish Deaf, and the new Nurses Home estab- 
lished by the Sick Room Helps Society. The Yiddish theatre, which began 
its career with such high hopes, closed its doors after a brief though artistically 


- not inglorious carreer. The Jewish Working Men’s Club in London was also 


closed—in April—an interesting chapter in the history of East End Jewry being 
thus ended. A sum of more than a million pounds was left by Lord Wandsworth 
for an orphanage—but the institution is to be undenominational. 

The communal purse has, as usual, been freely opened at the call of our 
institutions. Thesum of £5,000 was raised on behalf of the Education Aid Society, 
and a further sum of nearly £20,000 for the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 
In May, the announcement was made that £7,500 bad been collected for a new wing 
of the Home for Jewish Incurables. The successful Palestinian Bazaar in aid of 
the Bezalel and Evelina de Rothschild Schools at Jerusalem was quite one of the 
features of the communal season, and showed a gratifying and—to some people, 
perhaps—unexpected interest on the part of London Jews in the Holy Land and 
its institutions. | | 

Jewish and other charities benefited to the extent of £30,000 from bequests by 
Mrs, Charlotte Maude Barnato, and £20,000 from legacies by Mr. Arthur Sassoon. 

One of the unpleacant features of the year was the appearance of Chazanim 
from abroad upon the concert platform. The strong protests made, particularly by 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE, against their action appeared to bave rendered it 


‘sufficiently unremunerative to prevent its repetition, at all events, in this country. 


The event of chief interest in the religious sphere was formed, of course, by 
the preparations made to elect a new Chief Rabbi. A conference of representa- 
tives of the synagogues of the United Kingdom was called together for the purpose 
which, in turn, appointed a committee to draw up a scheme for the Chief

_ seceded from the Conference and has not returned to it. 


Rabbinate. This scheme was duly produced, and oneof its mostsatisfactory features 
was its proposal in the direction of decentralisation. The suggestions of the Con- 
ference of Ministers upon the same subject were deemed impracticable and found 
little support. Unfortunately the suggestions made as to the basis of voting 
power were objected to by the Federation of Synagogues, and that body, accordingly, 
Eventually a Selection 
Committee was appointed, applications for the vacant office were invited, and, from 


| those who applied, two gentlemen-—Dayan Dr. Hyamson and Rabbi Dr. Hertz 
_ —were proposed by the Committee to be submitted to the elective body, the door 


being also left open for Dr. Drachman, of the United States. It is understood 
that the latter gentleman has applied for the position and will shortly come to 
England. Pending his arrival, the whole matter is in obeyance. But the fact 


that more than a year has elapsed since the death of Dr. Adler, and that the | 


choice of a successor is still a matter of great difficulty, involving, in the end, the 
undesirable course of a contested election, is a matter of general regret. 

The Federation of Synogogues has found an excellent Chief Minister in Rabbi 
Dr. Maier Jung, who was installed in office last June. The Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue also inducted its Minister—the Rev. Israel I. Mattuck—in January last. 
New synagogues were consecrated during the year at Southend, Aldershot and 
Ebbw Vale; andin North London the Synagogue of the “ Adass Yisroel,” was opened. 
Two other pleasing facts that fall to be recorded were the renovation and reconsecra. 
tion of the Birmingham and Cardiff Synagogues, and the Jubilee of the Sander- 
land Congregation. A Memorandum on Jewish religious education, presented to 
the Jewish Religions Education Board in December, and framed on advanced 
lines, was subjected to much criticism. In January, the Reform Synagogue intro- 
duced more of the vernacular into its services. The Synagogue, by the way, 
celebrated its seventieth anniversary in the same month. The seat-holders 
of the Great Synagogue, who had to fill the vacancy created by the lamented 
death of the Rev. M. Hast, declined to accept the nominee of the Advisory Com- 
mittee, and have asked fora contest. Finally, we have to record the semi- 
Jubilee of the Haham (Dr. Gaster), whose eminent and brilliant services were 
celebrated by a special function at the Bevis Marks Synagogue. 

Several notable honours have fallen to Jews during the year. Sir Rafu 
Isaacs was admitted to the Cabinet—a new departure in the case of one holding the 
office of Attorney-(;eneral—so that, for the first time in Axnglo-Jewish history, 
two Jews sit together in that charmed circle. In January, baronetcies were con- 
ferred upon Mr. Sigismund Neumann, Mr. [Lionel Phillips, and Mr. George Albu, 
and the Order of the Red Eagle was bestowed upon Mr. Emil Moser by the 
German Emperor. In Jane, Sir Philip Sassoon was elected to succeed his late 
father (Sir Edward Sassoon) in the representation of Hythe; and in the same month 


Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, M.P., received a baronetcy, and Dr. Charles Waldstein.

In March, an attempt was made to murder Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, and 
the providential escape of that beloved and invaluable member of the community 
was hailed everywhere with profound thankfulness and deep satisfaction. 

Several interesting occurrences may be noted affecting the Jews of the colonies. 
South African Jewry provided itself with a Board of Deputies—a development of 
which the new Aliens Bill alone would demonstrate the necessity. In February, 
the Cape Jewish Orphanage was opened, and in the previous month we noted the 
federation of Talmud Toraks in Johannesburg. In June a Home for Aged 
Jews was opened in the same city, and in October, the foundation-stone was 
laid there of the King Edward VII. memorial wing of the South African Jewish 
Orphanage. 

In Canada a somewhat remarkable feature of the year was the Bill rendering 
‘it necessary for Professors of Queen’s University to bs ‘‘of a Christian character.” 
We also noted, during the year, the complaint of the compulsory teaching of 
Christian Scripture to Jewish children at Montreal. The Jews of the Dominion 
are asserting their position, as may be gathered by the election of a Jewish alder- 
man (Mr. A. Blumenthal) to the City Council of the latter town. Communal 


activity was evidenced in the collection by the Jews of Montreal of £100,000 fora 


sanatorium, the dedication of a new synagogue at Vancover, the laying of 
the corner-stone of a new synagogue at Ottawa, and the founding of a Jewish 
Young Women’s Association and opening of a free Jewish dispensary at Montreal. 
A gratifying incident was the speech of the Acting Premier (the Hon. G. H. 
Perley) at the Zionist Convention, last June. In the Antipodes the most striking 
event of the year was the entry of a Jew—the Hon. Arthur Myerz—into the New 
Zealand Cabinet. 

The Zionist movement has gone steadily on its way; and Itoists are now 
investigating an offer of land for Jewish settlement in Angola, made by the 
Portuguese Government. 

The death-roll of the year was swollen by the loss of the ‘ Titanic,” 
which carried a number of Jews down with her, including, among others, 
Mr. Isidor Straus (a prominent United States philanthropist) with his 
wife, and Mr. Basanjamin Guggenheim, who had evinced a constant 
interest in the work of his Jewish-American fellow-citizens. Other promi- 
nent Jewa abroad who passed away were Baron Gustave de Rothschild, 
of Paris; Chief Rabbi Elijah Chaim Maizel, of Lodz; Senator Edouard 
Millaud, the well-known French politician; Advocate M. G. Margolius, 
of Odessa, author and communal leader ; Dr. Joseph Hirsch Dunner, Chief Rabbi 
of Amsterdam ; the Hon. Justice H. E. Cohen, Judge of the Supreme Court of 
New South Wales; the Chief Rabbi of Prague (Dr. Nathan Ebrenfeld); Pro- 
fessor Mandelstamm, the famous oculist, and worker for: the oppressed of 
his people; and Lady Benjamin, who had twice been Mayoress of Melbourne 
(Australia). 

At home, the death-roll includes a number of distinguished names, notably 
those of Lord Wandsworth, Mr. Arthur Sassoon, Sir Edward Sassoon, Sir George 
Lewis, Mr. Abraham Hoffoung, at one time Haiwaian Chargé d’Affaires in 
London; Mr. J. E. Nathan, communal worker and a well-known figure in the 
commercial world; Mr. Solomon Schloss; the Rev. M. A. Epstein, late Reader 
of the New Synagogue; Dr. Alfred Wolff, communal worker; Mr. Myer Davis, 
pioneer in the study of Anglo-Jewish history; Mr. W. G. Raphael; Mr. D. \).

JEWISH LITERATURE IN 5672. 


This has been Bergson’s year. Onc3 more a Jewish philosopher has risen to 
the first rank as an infJuence on the current thought of mankind. Bergeon’s 
reputation had been accumulating for some time past, but it has now reached a 
height beyond the dream of ambition. Creative activity, ideas as states of nascent 
performance, these are conceptions at once new and inspiring, and it is not won<er- 


ful that they are fall of charm for a world previously-abandoned to mechanical — 


theories of existence. But while this rew luminary has arrived, it is good to 
remember that some of the older lights retain their brilliancy. Hermann Cohen, 
of Marburg, has just reached his seventic'th year, and the event has been doubly 
signalised. The veteran has himself published two volumes on Aesthetic, anda 
large group of Jewish scholars have prodiiced a Fest-Schrift in his honour. Sach 
marks of esteem to the living speak well for the cordiality which exists among con- 
temporary students. Yet, it is also well to honour those whose life-work is com- 
plete, and the centenary of Ludwig Philippson has beén the occasion of much 
literary activity. Philippson was a builder where Mendelssobn was a planner— 
there is need of both types. It is notable that the father’s centenary should 
coincide with the son’s achievement: the third and concluding volame of Martin 
Philippson’s “Modern History of the Jews.” Another important conclusion has 

n Professor Oppenheim’s “International Law,” yet another, Lazarus’ “ Ethics 
of Judaism.” 

_In a different field, the book of the year has been the English trans- 
lation of ‘ Selected Essays” of Achad Ha-am, for which Mr. Leon 
Simon is responsible. There is much charm in the Cultural Zionism 
of Achad Ha-am, but in the first place it omits to treat religion 
as the main hope for a Jewish revival, and. in the second, it is quite unnecessarily 
bound up with a revival of Hebrew. Thre is no logical connection between the 
_ two sides of Abad Ha-am’s thought. On the other hand, Mr. C. G. Montefiore’s 

test work, ‘Outlines of Liberal Judsuism,’’ is a strong plea for a religious 
regeneration, and the book has been generally recognised as marking a definite 


step forward of the Liberal movement. A charming account of modern Hebrew ' 


lyric poetry has been written in French by N. Slouschz; it is delightful to 


when they are directed, like Mr. Zangwill’s ‘‘The Next Religion,’ to the 
consideration of great spiritual issues. We have lost a fine Hellenist in Theodor 
Gomperz, whose ‘‘ Hellenika’’ bas been hisswan song. Hellenism was the subject 
of a course of lectures by the Rev. Gerald Friedlander, and though the views he 
expressed are likely to be disputed it may be hoped that the course will be printed. 
A similar remark applies to Dr. Brann’s course at Jews’ College. It was to be 
expected, too, that Eucken’s fame as the prophet of a new theory of spiritual 
inwardness would attract Jewish criticism and imitation, and Ziegler’s work on 
the subject deserves mention. There have been other alarums and excursions in 
the battle of explaining Judaism, and Sombart’s curiously distorted identification 
of Juda‘sm with Capitalism has motivated something like a storm. Of more real 
scientific value is the application to Jewish racial problems of Mendelianism ; in 
this Dr. Redcliffe Salaman has taken a leading part. 

Let us not, however, forget that there is also a problem of the present. N. 
Leven’s ‘‘ Cinquante Ans D’Histoire” tells the story of the first great modern 
effort to cope with actualities. The Alliance Israélite has earned the gratitude of 
all who love their people, and it is well to remember the indebtedness of the 
Jewish world to the French initiative. UUnfortanately the exigencies of European 
politics are making it harder for fruitful interference on behalf of down-trodden 
Jews—Mr. Lucien Wolf’s ‘‘ Legal Sufferings of the Jews in Russia” proves that 
all too clearly. Of the newer schemes for ameliorating Palestinian conditions the 
most promising is one which has come much to the fore this year, the Bezalel 
School, which with the Evelina School—the darling of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion—held so successful a series of bazaars in this country, and gave birth to that 
pleasing little volame ‘‘ A Piece of Mosaic.” We have at last, too, got a Hebrew 
place-list of Palestinian sites, in A. Saphir’s “Ha-arets.” Of travel books a 
charming account of ‘‘ Sinai in Spring,” by M. Rendall, may be here noted, 
as also Sir C. Watson’s volume on Jerusalem in Dent’s Medieval Towns 
series. Ben Jehuda’s “Millon,” or Dictionary of all the Hebrew of all the 
Ages, is also a Palestinian product of much merit. A high place must be 
assigaed to Idelsohn’s new Hebrew Song Book, with which must be associated the 
English Hymnal prepared in America. We need both; we need simple Hebrew 
hymns and songs, just as we need them in the vernaculars of the Jewish commnu- 
nities. Here and not elsewhere is to be four the solution of the Jewish problem. 
But this does not involve depreciation of other efforts. Zionism has assumed a 
more practical shape, and so have Zionistic publications. Everywhere activity 
prevails in the study of the Jewish past and present. Various German orgsnisa- 
tions, in particular, are dealing with local antiquities—-(more than local, however, 
is N. Miiller’s book on the Roman Catacombs)—as well as the popular demands of 
the day. It would need too much space to enumerate the various Zionistic works 
of the year; they have been chronicled and discussed week by week. 

The past of the Holy Land has been illuminated by Prcf. Macaliste:’s work at 
Gezerand Dr. Mackenzie’s at Beth Shemesh. The three splendid volumes on 
Gezer are worthy of a place beside the famous Survey by the Palestine Explora- 
tion Fand. The results at Beth Shemesh have, so far, proved barren. But notso 
the discoveries in Egypt. There have come to light new rapyri from Elephantiné 
telling us yet more of the ancient Jewish settlement, but even more piquant has | 
been the finding there of an Aramaic version of the story of Ahikar, the wise man 
of theancient Orient, who figures in the Book of Tobit. Jewish scholars—notably 
Dr. Samuel Daiches—are bearing their share in the discussion of these antiquities, 
while Prof. M. Jastrow’s “‘ Aspects of Religious Belief in Babylonia,” has added to 
his already great reputation. Dr. Hirschfeld bas a’so been to the fore in 
archeological work ; his essay on the origin of the Hebrew alphabet has roused 
wide-spread attention. A second edition of Dr. Charles’ “ Enoch” belongs to 
Apocalyptic rather than to Apocrypha; the editor grows less and less able to 
understand Pharisaism as he proceeds. The very oppcsite is the case with Mr. G. 
Box, whose edition of the Ezra-Apocalypse is & model of careful scholarship and of 
good feeling. So, too, is Mr. Travers Herford’s remarkable book on “Pharisaism ” 
—the finest vindication of Rabbinic Judaism yet published in English. A word 
of praise is due to Mr. E. Levine’s essay on the same subject, in The Parting of 
the Roads”; Mr. Levine provides an antidote to the strangely perverse judgment ~ 
of Dr. Inge’s Introduction. Fiebig’s latest discussion of Rabbinic Parables deals 
with their relation to those of the New Testament. The facsimile edition of the 
Manich Talmud Manuscript (with preface by Strack), and the third volume of 
Krauss’ Archeology of the Talmud, are the most important contributions to 
Talmudic studies made in the past year, though the fresh parts of Goldschmidt’s ~ 
German trauslation must not be passed without an appreciation. With Zucker- 
mandel’s latest essays on the Tosefta may be mentioned Rector Schwarz’s 
“Program ’’; Schwarz contests Zackermandel’s theory that the Tosefta is the 
Mishnah of the Palestinian Amoraim. Another “seminary ” essay—more topical 
in interest—is L. Blau’s on Ancient Jewish Divorce. The Mekitze Nirdamim 
has given us several important works, among them Buber’s “Siddur” of 
Rasbi. Mr. I. Last’s “Adne Keseph” is another profitable resurrection. 
Two biographies of Maimonides (by Lévy and Miioz), some _biographi- 
cal ‘“Skizzen” by F. Perles, the “ Autobiography ” of Leo Modena 
(by A. Kahana), various accounts of Adolf Wiener (on the occasion of 
his centenary) and some good appreciations of Lilienblum stand out among the 
personal histories of the year. Two Christian scholars who devoted thought to 
Jewish subjects have unhappily passed over into history during recent months, the 
Abbé Perreau and Professor H. W. Hogg. 

In the previous brief survey much of importance has confessedly been 
omitted. The progress of the periodicals would need a whole article to do it 
justice. The French Revue, the German Monatsschrijt, the American Jewish 
Quarterly Review, and the English Jewish Review have each in its special way main- 
tained its standard. If a full list, too, of more popular Jewish literature were 
being attempted, room would have to be found for a mention of such books as 8. 
Melamed’s brilliant ‘‘Gestalten und: Schatten,” A. §. Isaacs’ “What is 
Judaism?” W. Rosenan’s ‘‘ Jewish Ceremonial Institutions,” H. Frank’s 
‘* Yiddish Tales,” H. G. Enelow’s ‘* Aspects of the Bible,” P. Goodman’s Temple 
Premer on the ‘* History of the Jews,” and a host of other works in all languages. 
But it cannot be wondered at if much of this kind is passed over, when even the 
vast literature on the Bible has to be summarised ina sentence. Of such works 
the Cambridge Septuagint and the International Isaiah are the most significant 
produced in England. Jews have yet to recover the Bible; they still leave its 
study to Christian scholars, though Mr. H. Wiener vigorously does his share 
to remove the disgrace. Perhaps the publication of the long-expected Jewish 
translation of the Bible, which is to come from America, will encourage cthers in 
our midst to devote their talents to what must always be the supreme expression 
of the Jewish genius. IA.

The rise of Hebrew literature soon after the Russian revolution has, fortu- _ ) 
nately, not been interrupted in the now ending year. It is true that this year’s | 
history of Hebrew literature has not been very eventful, as it did not see many | 
new and original productions, but, on the other hand, it saw a revolution in the | 
domain of ideas which deserves our full consideration. | 


thought in Hebrew literature which is best known under the name of “ Achad- 
\{aamism,” which has enjoyed a privileged position for so many years, has been 
vigorously attacked by a great number of leading Hebrew writers and has been 
overcome. In order to appreciate this literary process and its importance for the 
further development of our national literature, it must be remembered that 
* Achad-Haamism” means intellectualism, which gives to Jewish history a pure 
spiritual aspect, and which tries to concentrate Jewish nationalism in only a 
spiritual centre in Palestine. At the time of the last Zionist Congress ‘“‘ Achad- 
Haamism ” was at its height, a fact which many far-looking Zionists, especially in 
this country, much deplored, as they considered this movement a restraining 
power for Zionism. But soon after the Congress a strong reaction against 
this unreal intellectualism set in, and to-day we have Dr. Joseph Klausner, 
the able editor of the Hebrew monthly, Hashiloach, which was founded 
by “Achad-Haam,” and which was considered up till now as the organ 
entering into polemics with its former chief, in which it tried to show the weak 
basis of the political aspect of ‘“‘ Achad-Haamism.” Those who have an idea of 
what has been going on in Hebrew literature in the last two decades and who 
know how “ Achad-Haamism ” was the predominant school of thought in Hebrew 
literature, will understand the importance of an article like Dr. Klausner’s in the 
last issue of Haschiloach. It is the more important as Dr. Klausner’s article 
echoes @ whole movement which is now in full swing. The leading Hebrew 
writers of the present day who started a campaign against “ Achad-Haamism ” are 
Nahum Sokolow, the able editor of the Hazefirah, who emphasises, with bis well- 
known literary brilliancy, the necessity and importance of political Zionism; Dr. 
Thon, who demonstrates historically the dangers of pure intellectualism and 
spiritualism ; ‘‘Achad Haam’s” own disciple, Dr. Joseph Klausner, who deals with 
the problem from a political point of view; and Dr. 8. M. Melamed, who treats 
the subject philosophically. I am inclined to consider the article of Dr. Klausner 
in the last issue of Haschiloach not only as symptomatic of the ¢f2t d’esprit in 
modern Hebrew literature, but of the beginning of a new period in Hebrew historical 
thought. But that is no reason to underestimate the importance of the teachings of 
the great Hebrew philosopher. Even from a pure pragmatic point of view their 
importance is scarcely to be overestimated, for at a time when Marxism and vulgar 
materialism were at their height and endangered the very existence of Judaism in 
Russia, ‘“‘ Achad-Haamism,’’ with its spiritual aspects, formed the only counterpoise 
and saved thousands of young Jews from degeneration. That alone is a sufficient 
reason for not underestimating the idealistic power of “ Achad-Haam.” 

While ‘‘ Achad-Haamism” is making place for other forces and tendencies 
in Hebrew literature, the ‘discussion on the future of Judaism in the 


Hebrew press grows from day to day. The well known Hebrew Almanack © 


Heosid has devoted nearly three parts of its issue to that discussion, in which 
the leading spirits of present Jewry of all shades of opinions took part. but the 
most important event which I have to chronicle is the fact that Palestine has 
become the real centre of Hebrew literary life. Of sixteen Hebrew newspapers 
and periodicals, no fewer than seven appear in Palestine, although the Jewish 
population in the holy land is comparatively a small one. The best proof of the 
fact that Hebrew lives a real life in Palestine is the publication of a Hebrew 
agricultural paper, which, I understand, has a considerable circulation, suffi- 
cient to make it self-supporting. Another proof of the growth of Hebrew life in 
Palestine is the fact that many periodicals have been turned into weeklies and 
dailies, and that they all prosper. The Hebrew paper in Palestine is no longer an 
article de luxe but a common need. The Jewish dairy-maid reads her Hebrew 
paper as do the Jewish doctor and teacher. The contributors to the Palestine 
Hebrew Press are either natives or acclimatised ‘“ foreigners.” 

Of the more important Hebrew productions of the year now ending the lyrical 
poems of Carni deserve to be first mentioned. Lyric has always been the strong 
side of the Hebrew genius, and if a poet becomes famous in Hebrew literature 
as & lyric-writer, then we may be sure he isa great poet, if only for the fact that 
the Hebrew reader is generally a keen expert as far as lyrical poetry goes. Carni 
has been the lyrical star of this year. He has not the plastic gift of a Bialik or 
the energy of expression of Schneiur, but his original metaphors are startling. 
They are so original and grotesque that he forces the reader to retain them in his 


memory. The productions of the other Hebrew poets during the year did not 


transgress the normal limits, and there was nothing extraordinary inthem. The 
same may be said of fiction. The masterly translation of Cervantes’ Don Quichote 
by our great Bialik deserves a word of praise. Asa matter of fact this transla- 
tion is what the Germans call Umdichtung. 
the original you will be unable to say how one differs from the other. The trans- 
lation of “A Thousand and One Nights,” by David Yellin, is also a happy one.

great importance because they try to fix definitely a scientific terminology for the © 
domain of natural science in Hebrew. As the professors mentioned are working © 


under the authority of a committee of sslected Hebrew philologists in Palestine 
there is reason to believe that their work will last. 

Dr. Joseph Klausner has enriched Hebrew literature by an excellent biography 
of the great living Hebrew poet Tachernichowsky. This biography will serve all 
future Hebrew littérateurs who intend to investigate the life and work of this poet. 
Dr, Klausner obtained all the facts at firat hand, he being a personal friend of the 
famous poet. Dr. §. M. Melamed’s “ Philosopby of Jewish History,” which 
&ppeared only a few weeks ago, has provoked a storm of severe criticism in liberal 
48 well as in orthodox Hebrew papers as he dismisses spirituality and intel- 
lectualism and demonstrates the lack of reality in Jewish history,  —_

Of the three Hebrew Almanacks which appeared daring the current 
year may be mentioned: Heossid, which has been reviewed in these columns, 
Haibri Hachodosch, edited by Dr. Jacob Kahan, and Zachiemoni, edited by a 
group of orthodox students in Berne. Both are inferior from a literary point of 
view and do not enrich our literature in any way. | 

Before I conclude my annual review I consider it my duty to record the death 
of two young and gifted Hebrew writers whose lives ended under very tragic 
circumstances. One of them, M. Papus, known under the nom de plume of Ben 
Yisroel, was @ very promising young writer, but he lived in physical and economic 
misery, The other victim of poverty, M. Feitelsohn, a teacher by profession, 
was no doubt one of the cleverest of modern Hebrew literary critics and was both

The Origin of the Custom. 


There is not an atom of doubt as to the real origin of this custom. 
heathen and pre-Mohammedan. 
square figures with heads reaching to the height of the human body, might be met 
on all roads in Greece, and some are said to be still extant in Laconia. The way- 
farer would religiously pick up a stone, would cast it on the heap near the figure, 
and resume his way, secure of Mercury’s friendly guidance. The custom is often 
referred to in the Talmud, where, “ throwing stones at Merkulis” (for thus the 
Latin Mercurius appears in the Gemara) was sternly forbidden. The Jew intended

_ method of insulting the image was the sameas that usually chosen to do it honour. 

“ But,” I shall be asked, ‘‘ what has the true or false explanation of this 
Mohammedan custom to do with a promised river legend, and less still can we see 
how is it connected with Tashlich?’’ Well, we are not the only people who dis- 
cover fanciful origins for customs the source of which is lost. Mohammedans do 
the same thing, and the ‘‘ stone-throwing” in which they indulge they justify by 
« legend which is only a variant of the one on which some Jewish authorities 
‘notably the Maharil) base the custom of Tashlich. Thus the latter has a legendary 
connection with the rites briefly described in the foregoing lines. The whole 
neighbourhood of Meccah is associated with the name of the Patriarch Abraham, 
who, indeed, is even said to have rebuilt the famous Kaabah. Now, when 
Abraham was about to sacrifice Ishmael (for the Mohammedans naturally subatitate 
Ishmael for Isaac in the story) Iblis, the devil, endeavoured to seduce the patriarch 
into disobedience. Acting on advice of the angel Gabriel, Abraham stoned Iblis 
until he fled discomfited, and the stone-throwing at Mina commemorates the

patriarch’s victory over evil. A similar idea is, according to Maharil, conveyed in 


the custom of Tashlich. On the afternoon of the first day of the New Year’s festival, 
it is still the custom for very many Jews to visit some river or stream, to invoke 
the forgiveness of sin, and even to cast pieces of bread and other objects in the 
water, whilst repeating verses such as “ Thou wilt cast all their sins into the depths 
of the sea” (Micah vii., 19). From the initial word of this latter sentence

This theory, viz., that the custom of Tashlich is“ to call to mind the efficacy 
of the offering of Isaac” is felt to bs unsatisfactory, andin the 1’? ¥"P two 
other solutions are put forward. The first is Cabbalistic. I should have said 
that the river or stream chosen for the ceremony must be one in which fish 
abound. Now fish have no eyebrows, and their eyes are always wide open. The 
fish thus symbolise the mercies of God, for ‘the Guardian of Israel slumbers not 
neither does He sleep.” It must be admitted that this explanation, like more of 
the Cabbala, approaches perilously near to Christian symbolism, in which Jesus 
is typified as a fish, owing toa philological confusion. Of course, as the Sheloh 


himself points out, the true origin of eating fish on the New Year is quite simple. 


Fish is a type of fertility and fraitfalness, and is partaken of at the beginning of 


weddings of the newly-married couples stepping seven times across a dish in which 
a fish bas been placed. 


Another Theory. 


The third theory, equally improbable, is that we are compared to fish which 
. | are caught in a net suddenly ; 
hence the sight of the river 
with its teeming myriads of finny 
inhabitants may lead man to 
think of his own insecure tenure 
of life and thus bring him to 
repentance. These theories are 
very pretty in their way, but 
they do not carry conviction. 
The idea of transferring sin is 
too obvious to need maoch ex- 
planation ; the verse from Micah 
gives the clue. Dr. Frazer, 
indeed, records how certain 
primitive folk still send out a 
boat into the sea to cast off, in 
guise of some pbysical object, 
‘the tribe’s guiltiness. But the 
Jewish custom, though allied to 
this, is far more purely sym- 
bolical. | 
Jewish authorities are 
unanimous in denouncing the 
practice of casting food into the 
water during the ceremony of 
Tashlich, or of shaking out one’s 
garments. This led to much 
ridicule of the whole custom, 
and the ridicule was not un- 
| deserved. Some ignorant Jews, 
who threw pieces of bread to feed the fishes withal, did, perhaps, imagine 
that they were casting off their sins into the water. But this part of 
the ceremony may be due to the advice of Ecclesiastes: “Cast thy bread 
upon the waters, for thou shalt find it after many days.” The belief 
that this verse means actually to throw pieces of bread in the water in the hope of 
getting a reward may be illustrated from the following legend to which Dr. 
Schechter once drew my attention, and which I have abbreviated from the curious 
Ben-Sira of Dr. Steinschneider (fig. 5). A boy, in obedience to his father’s 
instruction, every day threw some bread into the water. A certain fish always 
ate it, and so it waxed very strong, and devoured many of his comrades. The 
latter complained to the Leviathan, who summoned the overgrown fish to answer 
for his conduct. Oar fish had no difficulty in satisfying the Leviathan’s curiosity. 
“Go,” he said, “and bring the boy before me.” The fish went to the seashore, 
dug a hollow space near where the boy usually appeared ; the boy fe!l into the 
trap, and the fish carried him in his mouth to the king. Leviathan received the 
boy with marked favour, and taught him seventy languages. After awhile he

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SHOPHAR NOTES. 


By RABBI FRANCIS L. COHEN. 


Shophar notes are of two kinds, musical and unmusical. It is necessary to 
| egin with this statement, since there will probably be readers of these lines whose 
experience of Shophar notes is limited to stifled gurgles or agonised screams: 
These may be shown footprints on the sands of time which may cause them to 
take heart again, inasmuch as incompetent “ Masters of Tekiah” were so fre. 
aently met with in the past that a Rabbinical dictum has been recorded to the 
« {fect that ‘all sounds on the Shophar are satisfactory’—in a ritual sense only 
being of course understood. 

The sounding of the ram’s horn, indeed, is as much a matter of pure skill 
a.nd practice as the sounding of any other wind instrumeut, and grimaces and 
the risking of blood vessels are as unnecessary for the production of ringing 
lasts upon the Shophar as they are out of place in the houseof worship. It 
|; not because vigorous exertion on the Sabbath day is deprecated that when the 
‘ew Year fallson a Saturday the sounding of the Shophar is postponed until 
Sunday. 

Yet the “ Master of Tekiah,” who finds fault with his tool is not invariably a 
bad workman. t'ew and far between, and correspondingly precious, are really 
sood specimens of this liturgical instrument. In constracting a Shophar, the horn 
is manipulated but roughly, usually getting into hot water soon after the bony 
coreis removed. It appears to be an ancient practice to moisten it at another 
stage of its career, just before being sounded, as the customary vinegar and water 


softens any rough ehreds or edges in the bore and ensures a far easier execution and 
a much more brilliant tone. 
A Good Shophar. 


The “ points ” of a promising Shophar may be briefly summed up. The wide 
end (which, for want of a better term, we may call the bell), should have been 
pared down as thin as consistent with rigidity in order that the tone may be 
ringing. The bore pierced through the solid portion of the horn should be 
cylindrical, open into the exact apex of the bell, and above all be smooth and 
regular, otherwise the tones producible will be devoid of clearness and musical 
quality. Then the mouthpiece should have been moulded in the shape of a cir- 
cular cone, acute rather than-blunt, with the rim all in one plane, in order that it 
may be pressed close into the fleshy part of the right lips in the orthodox position, 
and respond at once toa moderately sharp tonguing. J inally, the ram’s horn 
should be at least a foot long in the bore so that the pitch of the notes may be 
low enough for a round full tone. Sach a Shophar I call “ promising,” because 
the construction of the instrument is so empirical that one cannot invariably fore- 
tell the success of a chosen horn. | 

Perhaps it is in order that the patience of the ‘ Master of Tekiah” may be 
chastened long before the same process is gone through by the congregation for 
whom he officiates, that the shops display a temporary heap of short, curly, thick, 
irregular horns with a mouthpiece of any geometrical or ungeometrical shape other 


than the desired circle or oval. ‘The tone of these Shopharlets must be fearfully | 
and wonderfully shrill, as the pitch must necessarily be well up in the higher 


octaves. It can scarcely be urged in explanation and excuse that the ovine horns 
of these degenerate days are smaller than those which former generations of Kast 
:ad Hebrew booksellers sold. The Shophar belonging to Mrs. J. Levi, which was 
discovered in the foundations on rebuilding premises in Leadenhall Street in 1855, 
is supposed to date back to the pre-Expulsion period of the twelfth or thirteenth 
century. It is precisely like a modern Shophar in shape, and it also is short and 
therefore shrill in pitch. Further, the bell is excessively thick, the bore is neither 
straight nor central, indeed, running so near the side that it has broken right 
through ; besides which the embouchure is atrocious. I have a theory that this 
particular horn is in reality quite modern, that it was the unskilful attempt of 
some Jewish amateur of the last century then resident in Leadenhall Street, and 
that having spoilt the horn for ritual purposes by piercing the side, his feelings of 
reverence for an object devoted to sacred use did not permit him ‘to cast it away, 
but he preferred to bury it, say in the cellar. Perhaps he was more successful 
with @ longer horn, 
Different Shapes. 


An ideal Shophar would be.one made of the huge horn of a Rocky Mountain 
sheep. There was a fine specimen in the Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition 
brought from Aden, and made from the splendid horn of a koodoo. For although 
the ram’s horn is ritually preferable, the horn of any sheep, goat, or antelope 
growing separate from its core, is in emergency permissible, but never that of any 
of the ox family. This Aden Shophar and those of the Bagdad and Bombay 
Jews are spiral in shape. On the other hand, one now belonging to Mr. Frank 
liaes, and used in the Great Synagogue about one hundred years ago, is practi- 
cally straight. Batthe ritually preferable shape is that of the ancient Roman 
cavalry-trumpet of bronze, which, with the augur’s rod of the same form, was 
‘known as the dituws, or crook, Gum. Some few horns, again, are carved with 
‘lowing curves encircling inscriptions, chiefly texts in Hebrew, but this practice Is 
not commended by the Rabbins. While it is permitted to cap the Shophar with a 
crown of precious metal, so long as tone is thereby in no way changed, no metal 
aay be applied to the mouthpiece. Generally, itis considered sufficient to carve 
the edges of the bell in the figure of a coronet. | 

‘The Shophar may be classed rather with the trumpet and horn family than 


with the bugles, cornets and euphoniums. Like all these it produses notes of the 


harmonic range of the colamn of air it encloses, formed by the varying pressure 
on the vibrating surface of the lips dividing the air columa into aliquot paris. Bat 
being after all a very rude form of trumpet, it cannot, like its brazen congener, 
produce harmonics of several degrees, ranging from the third or fourth to the 
twelfth or sixteenth. On the ordinary Shophar only two or three, or at the most 


four, motes can be produced even by the most skilfal performer. In his “ Masical © | 


Tustruments at the Royal Military Exhibition,” Captain Day makes reference to a 
Shophar producing D flat, A flat and D flat, being the second fundamental and 
the third and fourth disturbed harmonics. He alludes to one in the Haymarket 
Sy nagogue, whence he got the notes G OC, evidently third and fourth harmonics. I 
find the notes on the excellent instrument used in the Borough Synagogue to be 
the third and sixth partials, with the eighth also when the upper lip is skilfully 
tightened ; the notes produced being E flat, its octave and the A flat above, when 
the horn is dry, and EF natural, its octave and the A natural above, when the horn

_ The solitary instance in which the Shophar is used as an orchestral instru- 
ment is in the clever Oriental Fantasia of Signor Frederico Consolo, the talented 
musician from whose “ Libro dei Canti d’Israele” selections were performed at the 
lecture of the Marquess Monaldi on Synagogue Music, given before the (Jueen of 
Italy and # distinguished audience two years ago. In that composition the 
Shophar is wisely limited to a solitary note G. The Shopbar-calls employed tu 
the Ritual consist of two notes only, the interval being, according to the particular 
instrument, either a fourth, a fifth, or an octave, the last being usually forced to & 
& minor ninth. Bat, as Captain Day justly remarks, “Greater attention is paid 
to the rhythm or tonguing than the actual sounds.” Thus I cannot follow Sulzer 
in imagining that medisval “ Masters of Tekiah” used the octave for Tekiah and

‘Practice makes Perfect.”’ 


The scribe, in my opinion, did not wish to designate an almost impossible 
feat on an ordinary Shophar, which usually sounds two notes, and two only, a fifth 
or else an octave apart; but he strove, I think, to mark that the duration of each 
of the three similar calls which together form Shebarim is to be much shorter 
than that of the single long call which forms Tekiah, or of the equally prolonged 
double-tongued note which characterises Teruah. This method of sounding 
would be in full accordance with the instructions of the Rabbins on that very 


point. 


I should surmise it was for the sake of the “ Master of Tekiah” (or to trans- 
late the customary “ Baal Tokéa” more accurately, the ‘ gentleman who blows ”) 
that the custom originated of sounding the Shophar at morning service if not also 
at evening service, throughout the month of Elinl. For as it is almost truer of 
our ancient Jewish horn than of any instrument that “practice makes perfect,” 
by ensuring the regular exercise of the officiant in the presence of a small congre- 
gation for a whole month, he would be spared the likelihood of a cacophonous and 
mortifying failure in the presence of the assembled community on New Year's 
Day. But nowadays, and in London synagoguer, the practice frequently defeats 
itself, since the Reader who? enjoys the privilege of exercise during Ellul is usaally 
adequately burdened with other duties on tha High Festival, and the Shophar notes 
have to be produced by a visiting specialist.

It can be no mere accident that the forms which greet us on the threshhold of 
the New Year should be the saintly forms of women—women who not only gav® 
life but soul to the Israel of to-day. Sarah, Rachel and Hanaah, to whom mus’ 
be added the Egyptian woman Hagar—what women are there whose pers ynalitie, 
are so deeply inwrought in the life-story of our people, and whose careers s, 
faithfully mirror its far-off destiny ? They appear everyone before us both as wives 
and mothers. Is not this circumstance, as well as their association with Rosh 


_ Hashana, a definite intimation from Scripture not only of the high place which the 


woman question has from immemorial time held in Jewish teaching, but of the 
specific province which has been assigned to her in the Jewish social system. The 
— given to woman in the old Dispensation will be brought into clearer relief 

y & comparison of her status among the ancient Greeks and Romans. 
Beginning with the Greeks, we have in Nausicaa, the daughter of 
Alcinous, king of the Pheacians, whom Homer has painted with 
inimitable grace and charm, an ideal picture of Greek maidenbood. We see her 
engaged in her homely occupation by the riverside, and then, having finished her 
task, look on with her while her girl companions indulge in a game of ball. We 
watch her demeanour when the weird stranger suddenly bursts upon their 
innocent play, and we admire her courage and discernment in dealing with so 
trying an emergency. Bold she is, yet her maidenly modesty never deserts her. 
Only to her girl companions will she acknowledge the impression which the 
famous wanderer has made upon her. To them she says “ I should be well content 


_ to have such a man for a husband, and maybe he might will to abide in this land.” 


Bo sweet and gracious is her reception of him, that Ulysses is moved to sa 
Happy thy father and mother, and happy thy brothers, and happiest of all is he 

who shall win thee in marriage.’’ Mighty is the lure of the matchless Nausicaa 

but mightier still is the spell of his Penelope, whose

is for ever beckoning him homeward. The fireside was after all the focus of his 
deepest passion, the shrine of his fondest love. “ Nothing of a trath,” 
observes the poet, “is so becoming and agreeable as when husband and wife, 
united in heartfelt love, dwell peacefally at home, a sore displeasure 
to their foes, to their friends a delight, still more when they joy in each other.” In 
this way does the hero part from Nausicaa, and “in this spirit,” says Nietsche 
should we take leave of life, shedding blessing rather than love.” The sentiment 
which the ancient Greek cherished towards his woman-kind was thus singularly 
noble and elevated, falling not far short of idolatry. When Anacreon was asked 
why he addressed so many of his hymns to women and so few~to the deities, he 
‘answered, because women are my deities.” The downright brutality which 
governed the relations of husband and wife among the primitive Germans would 
have been impossible to the refined Hellenes. It is inconceivable that Clytem- 
nestra would have complained of her Agamemnon as Chriemhild complained of 
her Siegfried, ‘He has blacked and blued my body.” Nevertheless, with all his 
noble sentiment, the Greek’s love was never wholly free from a grosser element. 
Among the Olympians the greatest licence prevailed. No mortal woman was safe 
from their aggressiveness. ‘I'he modern idea of virtue, which was introduced 
into the world by the Hebrew spirit was unknown to them. The 
- and goddesses were not so much immoral as non-moral. The laws 
of sexual intercourse which we are apt to enforce with such stringency 
yy tear were repudiated by them as beneath their—‘' divine “notice. 
dlute freedom from restraint was their ideal. Morality was good 


enough for mortals, but they, the Olympians, were above it. What an 
enormous gulf separated this outlook on life from the teaching that is expressed in 
such verses as these: “ Ag for the Kock, his work is perfect, for all his ways are 
judgment,” and ” Holy shall ye be, for 1 the Lord your God, am holy.” Oae of 
the pernicious fruits of their loose conception of morality was their attitude 
towards their heticre. Intercourse with these courtesans was by no means oon- 
sidered immoral. Respectable women being debarred from the society of men, 
their place was taken by the heterv, many of whom became famous for their 
culture and esprit. Aspasia of Miletus was able to make her house at Athens the 
meeting place of the most remarkable men of her day, and numbered among her 
admirers even a Socrates and a Pericles, the latter of whom deserted his wife to 
marry her, without apparently shocking the Athenian Nonconformiat conscience.

has persisted throughout the ages may bs: inferred from the weird fascination 
which the salons of certain latter-lJay hetiere have exercised on s)»me of the 
most gifted men of their time. Ninon de |’Enclos was able to count such 
high dignitaries of the Church as Fenelon and Bossust among her friends, 
and the funeral oration which Pericles delivered over Aspasia is matched 
by the eulogy which the famous Lutheran pastor, Schleiermacher, pro- 
nounced upon Henriette Herz. While the hetere were elevated to such 
a pincacle, the lawful wife was banished strictly to ths home. Xsnophon 
compares the ‘‘ woman of work” to a queen b2e, who labours with unflagying 
industry for the comfort and well-being of the family. And in his famous statue 
of Pallas Athene, Phidias represents her resting upon a tortoise, as though to say 
that even as the tortoise carries her whole household on her back, so should a 
woman make the upkeep and maintenance of the home the one task of her life. 
“For,” said Xenophon, in words which are wonderfully reminiscent of Solomon's 
Valiant Woman, “ married life is crowned with happiness not as the fruit of mere 
physical graca and charm, since the wicked may enjoy these as well as the good, 
but purely as the reward of virtue, which the righteous alune care to foster and 
cultivate.” The Greek woman was thus tanght not only. to centre her affections 
on, but to limit her aspirations exclusively to, the home. -To this conception of 
woman’s position the Roman social system furnished a signal contrast. The 
Roman woman’s influence, not only in the family, but in the political life of 
her people, was simply unbounded. It was over the self-immolated body of the 
noble Lucretia that’ the elder Brutus took the oath which decided the fate of the 
Roman Kingdom; and it was over the self immolated body of the captivating 
Cleopatra, who had counted the great Cesar and the brilliant Antony among her 
conquests, that Augustus proclaimed himself master of the world and announced 
the dissolution of the Republic. But the Roman woman was not only a great 
political force; she was @ great religious influence, too. The Vestals, those 
austere guardians of Roman chastity, were among the dominant factors in the 
religious life of the people, down to the latest days of the Empire. The 
reverence of the Itx>mans for 


THE SANCTITY OF THE MARRIED STATE, 


and their solicitude for the purity of the family life may be inferred from the 
determination with which they insisted upon having none but a married priest- 
hood. If, on the one hand, the Vesta's hai to renounse marriage, the liamens, 
an order of priests, hai to forswear celibacy. If their wives died, they had to 


resign their office; so9 concerned were the Romans for the unassailable 
purity of their religious orders. They recogaised that the foundation of their 
national strength was the home; and the foundation of the home was the purity 
of their family life. Henca the Roman woman was accorded a position of far 
greater independence than her Greek sister. She had the right to choose her own 
husband, and, if not absolute mistress in the home, had complete control over its 
purse-strings. Her ideal was the Matrona, no doubt a stately and dignified type 
of womankind, but disfigured bya salfish hauteur that made her at times a positive 
moaster of hardness and inhumanity. Who does not remember Juvenal’s bitter 
satire of the Roman lady who prayed that the whole world might be broken up 
that she might ba provided with a more comfortable footsiool. So pronounced 
was her degeneracy in the decadent days of the Empire that Tacitus, in applying 
his scourge to her corruption and moral depravity, contrasts her m st unfavour- 
ably with the virtuous and true-hearted German woman. In considering 
his alluring picture of the German woman we have to taks into 
account the ariist’s need to exaggerate the light tints in order 
to accentuate the dark hues in which he seeks to paint his own country-women. 
Waile the German woman, no doubt, possessed many attractions, what, nevertheless, 
was her ideal? Pare bodily strength was the quality she mostly gloried in and 
aimed at. Brunohild was admired chic fly for her great physical prowess. Elizabeth, 
the consort of Charles 1V., was idolised for her astonishing feats of strength. At 
a tourney held in Pragae in 1371, she snapped asuader with ease a huge iron hoof. 


| She could break a thick iron chain as an ordinary person could break wood. 


Cimbarga, the wife of Ernest, the ‘ iron” Archdake of Austria, coald drive a nail 
into the wall with herbare hand. Qaalities such asthese were accompanied by their 
inevitable defects. The heroines of the ancient Teutons, such as Gertrude, 
Brunhild, Chriemhild and the rest, were mere Amazons. They were nourished 
principally on war and bloodshed. The only music they could appreciate was

and the thunder of battle. The social position given to the old Garman woman 
was quite an inferior one. Her field was the kitchen, her functions were purely. 
menial. She was her husband’s chattel, and could be bought and sold like an 
article of furniture. Roman Catholicism brought little or no improvement to her 


condition. As daughter of Eve she was branded as the primeval cause of man’s 
fall, an impure creature, and the fountain head of all impurity. Marriage, so far 
from being an ideal state, was but a necessary evil. A good result, however, of 
this gloomy outlook on life, was the creation of the nun, the forerunner of the 
nurse, the angel of the sick room. What now was the old Hebrew view as to the 
nature and mission of womanhood? As the progenitors of the race, the mothers 
of Israel—Sarah, Rebecca, Rachel and Leah—were always regarded with equal 
reverence with the patriarchs, a reverence which grew naturally into affectionate 
recognition of them as the typical representatives of the nation. Thus the ill- 
starred Israel watches the procession of her hapless children marching into exile, 
under the figure of the anguished Rachel (Jer. xxxi., 15). The daughter 
of Zion, or the daughter of Jerusalem, as a designation of the people (Isaiah 
xxxvii., 22; Zech. ix., 9), is quite a familiar expression.
